Aftd been use the Moon dons not pass the Meridian in every rivil day, but is wanting 
to do so, once at.le.asl in nf ml month, and as mm Moon's Meridmi passage produces 
but two High Water tides, there are in every Lunar month not less than two High 
Water (ides wanting ; therefore on two days every mouth, falling some times on the 
morning sunn-time* on the evening, no time for High Water is given. The march of 
the tide-wave over the surface of the ocean is of immense rapidity, tlio crcsL of the 
wave travelling round the globe in every Lunar day, , 

In a place like Calcutta, so far removed from the Sen, the tides are strongly affected by 
the Mnusmins, occasional winds, the freshes, and various loial causes, so that it will 
always remain an impcrfeclly solved problem to give Hu: times of Hie High Water with 
accuracy It mil always, however, he Amnd that for any pound theic will be but 
twice the Number of High Water tides, as the Moon pusses the Meridian. 

The ralculnlions for this year, and the thrre preceding years for (he times of Hign 
Wiile-r, have burn made agreeably to La Place's 'theory 011 Tides. Fiom a comparison 
with the limes or High VVutir actually observed and reiordeil in Hunks kept fur ihst 
purpose by Hie late Mr. kyd, it nppfiars that (he Hines given in this column, were 
much nearer Uie truth than those £ivcn before, differing generally ill a few inmates 
only, whilst in former years the difference amounted frequently to 2 and even 3 hours. 

It should be recollected that the time of High Watrr is not Hint when the ships in 
the river (urn rmnnl, hut that when the water is actually highest, which always hap¬ 
pens before ihe current is changing its direction, 

Trnefa apparent time is that deduced from an observation of the Sun on the Meridian, 
and this timS'Mieing n variable quantity, requires the nddition or substiaction of the 
equation of time to change it into mean solar lime, as shewn by a well regulated dork, 
which is an uniform measure of time, the length of any portion of it, is equal to tho 
average of all the apparent similar portions in one year. 

The two columns of the Son’s rising and setting include lbr refraction, which rouses tho 
Sun (0 rise oi» the eastern horizon about two minutes earlier, nnd to set on the western, 
about twtyjuimles later than he would rise or set were thn earth not surrounded by 
an Atmosphere. Refraction is not exactly of the same duration throughout the whole 
year, its max. duration Is when the sun rises or sets with the greatest obliquity to tho 
horizon, as in December, and its MJninuro, when he rises or sets-perpendicularly to the 
horizou as in Juno and July. 

At the head of each month, it will be seen whether Jupiter, Mars and Venus makn 
their nppearance in the Morning or Evening, and-/ on which days of tho month theso 
Planets will lie in conjunction } with the Moon, or with each other, also 011 which 
days and whether at night or in the day, Bores may be expected or will be of 
certain occurrence. In general, they may be expected, somelijne* for several days 
successively, at every Fall and New Moon, but when the Hlouu's Paralilax is high, 
viz: when the Moon is about her Perigee, or nearest aislauce from the Earth, at the 
time of Full or New Maori*, the Bores ore of certain occurrence. The Moon's 
Parallax when she is in her Perigee and when in her Apogee is indicated at the head 
•f each noath.

IV .—THE CELESTIAL PHENOMENA OF THE YEAR. 

It is impnssitile for any one learned, or unlearned, to live through llie year ; or even through 
the nioiiilis, or (lie day, without imticiu/ the influemc which the changing positions nr the heavenly 
bodies, have upon Ins flan comforts mid upon the. state of nil till u us around him This is the 
book of wonder, which, hi the fust dawning of reason, both individuals and nations, ntleinpt to 
read. It is always open,- no perception is so dall as not to be able to trace its greater lutes; and, 
fioin ihe nmgiiKuile oi tlu'se, nml (he unerring certainty of their recurrence at (heir regular 
times, and the I'hiiimes ninth thev produce upon every tiling that grows or lives, it is uiiliriilt to 
imagine the existence of a mind, bo incurious as not to form to' itself some themy of their 
nature and enusr* 

la n i.mntiy like England, where the changes are so flrquent, and the contrast no striking, 
the subject is cnn.t.iiitlv before eveiy body, nud, be it in city or ou common, in ligll or in hut. 
On- srasoii, t^r day, and the weather, are among the very first topics of ennversHtion. if even, 
in Hu- u'lifre of a i r.iwiled city, wlirre nature is, as it were.excluded, and man mid art rule su¬ 
preme,—am id all the displays of inanulncture, ail the bustle and occurrence* of society, 
mid all the news of naiiuna, the phenomena nf the day and the year can claim the attention,— 
bow much more must they do this, to the people who are scattered over tlie country, and sprnd 
most of their lime in th* open air? To alt these, that volume, of which the Almanac is the in¬ 
dex, is a daily book to man ; and especially to those who have nut hud the advantages of edu¬ 
cation, it is the only laiok. 

A subject, the xppearnnee of which force themselves upon the notice nf all, but nf which the 
philosophy lies in die depths o< science, must be the means either of great good or of great evil; 
fur, upon any aubiect that Interests the mind powerfully, if knowledge be*nnt planted, supersti¬ 
tion is sure to spring up of its own accoril That he who knows uotbingfcinay be wade to believe 
any iliiim, is found to be a maxim of hut too general truth; and upon no subject has its truth 
been more frequently verified than upon the one under consideration. In the early ages of the 
world, and before revelation had substituted a moral and intellectual system for an ideal and su¬ 
perstitions one, the phenomena of the year, and more especially the luminaries that are atten¬ 
dant upon, and prodme these phenomena, were acknowledged and worshipped as gods—snb« 
alituted in tho place of Hun whose instruments they are, and who implanted in them those pro¬ 
perties, and assuned Ihem those motions, in consequence of which Uicy produce (heir effects. 
In moulding them for this purpose, (here is no doubt that tho nrtful portion of society employed 
all their ciionmg, in order to enslave the minds of the multitude, and enable hemselves to pro. 
At hy ihr ila i kiu»s which they occasioned But if the subject itself had not been the best adapt¬ 
ed for superstition, the very canning which made use of it would have necessarily chosen ‘liat which 
answered its purpose belter. So far, however, as research cau be made into the early history 
of mankind, ihe sun, the. moon, and such stars as have any thing remarkable in their appea , ..ce, 
hare' been the first objects of adoration; and that adoration has Always been the mare marked, in 
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proportion as (lie appearance of the li.iniii,tries have brcn the more varied. We find it much 
more hi the Laplander and Ilia inhabitant of Greraiaml, who biiTts their month* of summer's day 
and winter’* night, than we do in those tropical countur*. where the day in always of nearly the 
aame length, and where flooding rulu aunt burning droiclil are the chief plu-noincun that vary 
On year. 

Uut tbo superstitions adoration of the celestial appearances is n»t ronfiueii to the early and 
barbnroua slate of notions When tliis superstition win expelled Imm relic 1011 , :nul (ho Iniuiim- 
rit'!i were depiired of >licir godship, they did not at oner luao the whole of their con sequence ; hut 
held their place as the ngeUt* m.d arbiters of human destiny. I'pnn this anise h a\stem of 
auiieraiition, which left not a thing in iiiiturr, n ineniher of the liinnnn body. or nti event of 
human life, upon width it did not lay hold. Tlir unlividiuil limlu's li.id rnrh their apenal 
\ irllies, their good or their bad influence; these wi re muddied by the gioni>iii>: of the slurs into 
constrUatiORa, and from the poailious nf the sun, moon, nod planets aiiimit; tin se, there arose 
other compound infturiir<*a, tilt the system became ns complicated ns it was ridiculous. So 
firmly was this brlieied at one tunc, that nothing could be done nr undertaken without a pre¬ 
vious consultation of stars, to find out whrlhcr U was their pleasure that the issue should lie

possession of ns many lin-l things ns kept up the credit of the crnlt. 

By this most ab*nid system of snpeistition, the reason and coimn <n sense of lie' people 
wera rendered completi ly usi less, and, which was far worse, the foundation of morality was 
completely taken away,—because, if the.success or the failure, thr gnod or the bad of human 
action*, did not depend upon mea themselves, but upon an unerring desiiny, to lie rend in the 
aspect of tin- slurs, there, was an cud of all virtue and attempting In do rightly bemuse, ns fho 
destiny was fixed, no effort on the part of the man could altei it,—indeed, he could make no 
effort, miles* (lint was nlso set down in the aspect of the heaven* nt his nnlivily 

When superstition had thus destroyed hath the intellect and th« morals of mankind, the 
absurdities inlu winch it led them were endless, and ns any subject, iu order to lie wondered 
at, requires only to he iiiu>mprcheti«ihle, the delusion lircnine veiy general. Nor is it yet 
eradicated. Language contributes a little to this. even itae well informed talk about * stars” 
and K destinies;’’ and those who Innclittle infoiiiiatiou lielo ve that these words have a literal 
aigmticntlon. The disposition which all people have, to pry into the future, also leads to per- 
petunle this siinristiltim. The proper key to the fiitme is induction fiout the pnht; hut the 
proper sue of that, supposes habits of Dimming and reasoning, wlutli cauiud yet he regarded as 
general among the geople nf any cuuutry ; sn, they who euliuot anticipate the lutuii, by connect¬ 
ing it with the present and the past, still follow after lln*« uelusion mil only ol nitiologcis— 
maon-and-stiii men,—hut fortune-telling impostors of all sort*, and thf delusion .s helped lo he 
perpetuated by those publications in which lh* nonsense of ustrolugy i\ still retailed to the 
public. a 

These rircum.Kiim-e* vender it necessary thnlthe phenomena of the year should he explain¬ 
ed in the most simple and philosophic matin' r,—that the real rouse* of those phenomena should 
be made palpuhle to the most ordinary capacity ; unit that it should he plain to every one, that 
there is no mysicry in the mutter,—that the revolutions of the heavenly bmlirs produce the 
appearnm es of the seasons, nml nothing more The motives of these have, in faet, no more 
Influe tire npon the rniulucl and the destinies of mankind than the motion nt n rive# towards the 
■e.a, or the fall of a stnue to the ground. when it vs nut borne up by soinrlhia-' that cpn support 
its weight; and it would be just an rational to calculate llie nativity of u man from (fie motion of. 
the Thames towards the sea, as from the inutimi of the inonu or tiie planets Nay , the revuln. 
tion of a coach-wheel up-m the rnnd has just as much to do with human destiny as the imdimi nf 
the heavenly bodies; and when, in its revolution upon the dial, uie minute hand of a chirk 
pours over the hnnr.h'ind, that lias jnst as modi influence npon the fulr ol nations or mdividu-- 
alsa* an eclipse of the sun or the muon 

With (lie exception nf the light nml heat produced by the sun, and the light of the moon, 
and still fainter illumination of the stars, thr re is no reason to lufer Unit the. erlestial bodies 
exert any Influence, Other than that of gravitation, upon the cm Hi ilseir; and as (heir influence 
is wholly nf a pliysiAU nature, it can have no effect whatever upon thr minds or conduct of 
men, any more than can be produced by the natural nrartilicinl motion or any other substances, 
go far as the tumiunvirs make men more or less comfortable at the time, they have an 
influence—as the genial temperature of the day raises the spirits in the same wiry, and to Use 
same'extent that thev are raised by a similar temperature of a common tire, or the light of the 
moon enables a man to And his way ut night, just in ihe same way as lie would find it by the 
same degree of lamp light; hut beyond them physical effects, there is, and there ran be, no¬ 
thing If thr lnminarp is at the same distance, shines for the same length of lime at the same 
height above the horizon, it mnttys not iuwbnl sign or the giidiac, or in what part of the hea¬ 
vens it may make its appearance, any morn than it signifies whether the Are hy which one is 
wanned, or the lamp by which one is lighted, is on the e.ist the west nf St, Paul a; and it 
wiinM be just ns philosophical to calculate the future destiny %>f a man from the * house.’

The latitude is easily found, by obsnvine the height uf Ihe sun, the moon, or any other 
ceiestml bodv. wbco it is on the meridian. 

Th height of Ibe pole nbure llie horizon is equal (o the laliliKle of the nl-ira. This may be 
nsi-crtnim-il hy observing (he greatest and least elevations above the horizon of (lie pnle.stne, or 
any iillici star which nevei sets, llalf the sum of tliego elevations is equal to the height of the 
pole, or the latitude. 

When we lake onr measurement of the Inlitiide of any celestial body, (which is effected hy 
means uf nn instiumeiit winch measures ang.rs.) we must prcviouvlv know how fir th.it ivlcs- 
lial body is frmn thr celestial Equator. The distance of any celestial bmlr from the celestial 
Kquntoi. is called its tt-rlinvU'M and is wrlh or .W'/t/A, ace ir.lmg to the KKuation nl the body.

9 Geo. IV. Chap. 33, a. d. 1828. 

An act to declare and settle the law respecting the liability Vthe real estates of 
Biitish subjects and others, situate within the jurisdiction of his Majesty 'a Su¬ 
preme Courts in India, aa assets in the hands of Executora and Administrators 
to the payment of the debts of their deceased owners. 

[27th Jane, 1821. 

Whereas some doubts has arisen whether, and to what extent, the real 
estates of British subjects and others, (not being Mahomedans or Gcntoos) situate 
within, or being under the jurisdiction of his Majesty’s Supreme Courts of Judi¬ 
cature in India are liable, as assets in the hands of Executors aud Administrators, 
to the payment of the debts of their deceased owners, and whereas it is expe¬ 
dient that such doubts should be remdved; be it, therefore,' and it is hereby de¬ 
clared aud enacted by the King’s most excellent majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Lords spiritual and temporal, and commons, in the present 
l'ailiament assembled, and by the authority of the same, that whenever any Bri- 
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tisfi subject shall die seised of or entitled to anyi. real estate, in houses, lands, 
or hcicdit.uncnts, situate within, or being under the general {civil jurisdiction of 
his Mujrsti's Supreme Couitsof Judicature at Fort William in Bengal, Fart 
Udint George and Bombay, respectively, or whenever any person (not being a 
Maliomeduu or Gcnloo) shall die seised of or entitled to any such real estates 
situate within the lucal iii>m% of the civil jurisdiction of the same Couits respec* 
tively, such real estate of such British subjects, or other persona, as aforesaid, 
(not being a Mahomednn or lien loo,) is and cdiall be deemed assets, in the hands 
of bis or her Executor or Administrator, lor ilia pavitaeiU of Iih or her debts, 
wheilier by speciality or simplu contract, in the ordinary course of administration. 

II. And it is further declared, and enacted, that it is and shall be lawful for 
such Executor or Admiui&tialor of such British subjects or oilier person, as afore* 

said, (not being a iMaiioiiicdan or Centoo.) to sell and di«poso of such real estate 
for the payment of such debts as aforesaid, and to convey and assure the tame 
estate to a puichaser, in as full and effectual a manner hi law as the Testator or 
Inti-state of-ucli Executoi or Adimnistialoi could oi might hjve done in Ins lifetime. 

III. Audit is further declared and enacted, that in any suit or action to

due and owing by sitdt Te'tatui or Inleslato, in liis life-time, and at the time of

ances of such real estate of such British subjects and oilier persons ao dyino- 
sei-ed or entitled, as aforesaid, (not being Mahumedaa? or Genloos,)siiuate within 9 
or being under the general or IocjI junsdiction of such Courts, respectively, as 
aforesaid, hereiolore made and executed by Executors and Administrators* of 
such deceased British subjects, and other persona as aforesaid, are hereby confirm¬ 
ed, and shad be deemed, held, and taken to be of the same force, validity, and 
effect in iaw,"as it ilm same had been made and executed by such deceased* per* 
sous iu tlTieir .lde lime. ™ 

VI. Provided, nevertheless, and it is hereby declared and enacted, that 
neither this act, nor any thing herein contained, shall be construed to operaie'as, or 
have the effect of changing or altciing the legal quality, nature, or tenure of 
auy lands, houses, estates, rights, interests, or any other subject of pioperty 
whatsoever, or of making the same or any of them to be of the nature of real 
property, if by law, before the passing of this act, the same or any of them were 
personal property; but that life law in that lespccl shall'be and continue the 
same as if this act had not passed.

/In Act, to continue, until the firtt day of March, on one thousand, eight hundred 
and thirtysiz, an act of the ninth year of Hit late Majesty for the Itelief of 
Insolvent Debtors of India .—let June, 1832. 

Whereas, by an act was passed in the ninth year of the reign of his late 
Mijusty King George the fourth, intituled an act to provide for the insolvent 
dehiois in the East Indies until the first day of March, one thousand, eight hundred 
and thirty-three ; and whereas, it is expedient that the said act should be 
continued ; be it therefore enacted by the King’s mast excellent Majesty, by and

I. It is hereby enacted, that from the 1st day of June next, no native of India* 
except as hereinafter excepted, who makes a contract of service to be performed 
without the said territories, shall be received in pursuance of such contract on hoard 
of any vessel at any place within the territories subject to the presidency of Fort 
William in Bengal without an order from the Governor of the said presidency, or 
a permit from an officer authorized by the Governor of the said presidency to act 
in that behalf. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that before any such permit shall be granted by 
any such officer, such native and nko the person with whom such native has con* 
t>acted, or an authorized agonl of that person shall personally appear before that 

‘ otficer, and shall exhibit a uu'morunduin ot the contract (written both io English 
and in the mother longue of «urh native, nr in some language understood by such 
native,) winch memorandum shall specify this nature, the term, and the wages of 
the service, as settled by the contract. 

III. And it is hereby enacted, that no such permit shall be granted unless the 
coni i act of service shall be made determinable on the expiration, of one term of not 
more than live years, to he reckoned from the date of the contract, or of successive 
terms, none of which shall exceed live years, and unless such contract shall contain 
a stipulation that such native shall be conveyed hack to the port at which he is em¬ 
barked, free of cliai ge to hiiutelf at the expiration o! his service. 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful ioi the said officer to ex¬ 
amine (he said nalivu and the poison with whom that native has contracted, or 
the agent of that person, touching the terms of the contract, and shall cause those 
terms to be distinctly explained to the snid native. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that if the said officer shall be satisfied that the 
snid native fully understands tbcjcrnis of the contract and is desirous to fulfil the 
same, the said olficcr shall make anil sign on the hack of the wiitten memorandum 
afmesaid a note to the effect, that the said written memoiandum has been inspected 
bv hi.t: the said officer ; and such note shall be a permit authorizing the said na¬ 
tive to embark, aud the memorandum of contract with the permit so written tbeie- 
upon, shall be delivered to the native to be kept by him during his service. 

VAe^And it i-» hereby enacted, that if application is made for permits autho¬ 
rizing more than twenty natives to embark on board of any one vessel, it shall be 
lawful for the officer aforesaid to summon the person in charge of (hat vessel, aud 
to examine that perann as to the accommodations, food, and medical attendance 
provided for such natives on board of that vessel, and to inspect that vessel, or by 
an order under his hand to depute any other person to inspect the same. 

VII. And it is hereby enacted, that the officer aforesaid shall not grant per¬ 
mits authorizing a greater number of natives than twenty to embark on board of 
any one vessel, unless he is satisfied that the accommodations, food, and medical 
attendance provided for bucIi natives on board of that vessel will be sufficient far 
their health.

of all natives to whom he shall grant such permits as aforesaid, which leguter shall

Islands, Singapore and Malacca, and likewise Regulation 1. of 1831, passed by

And it is hereby enacted, that it shall he lawful for the Governor General 
of India in Council to appoint one or mote commi-stoners for the purpose of inquir¬ 
ing into, and deciding upon, claims to hold lauds within any of the settlements of 
Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca, whether the said claims he found¬ 
ed on grants or titlcsTegisteruP in conformity with the provisions of any of the regula¬ 
tions tepealed by the foregoing cbribe or net; provided, nevertheless, that every per¬ 
son holding land in any of thu settlements aforesaid,under a grant or title registeied in 
conformity with the provisions oi the said regulations, shall becntitl^to hold such 
land for such tenri-i, and on such conditions as arc specified in such grant or title. 

III. And itis hereby unacted, that on the arrival of any such commissioner m 
any of the said settlements, it.sti.ill be lawful for such commissioner to require that 
all claims and applications to hold lands in that settlement, which inay be pending 
befoiestde n t councillor, collector or superintendent of land revenue, shall 
be transferred to the stud commissioner, to be dealt with by hirn according to the 
powers vested in him hy authority of this act.

XI. And it is hereby enacted, that all orders and decrees passed by any such 
commissioner by which the possession of any land within any of the settlements 
aforesaid shall be altered or affected, shall be final. 

XII. Provided always, that if any party objects to any decree or order of tlie 
said; commissioner on the ground that such decree or order deprives that party 
hfa legal right io land or to some interest in land, it shall be lawful for that party 
It any lime within six weeks after the making of such decroe or order, to move 
the Court of judicature of Piince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malcca, to quash 

v such decree or order, which court shall try the question whether such decree 
o* older be or be not inconsistent with any legal right of the party moving, and 
if the said court shall decide that such itecree or order is inconsistent with eny 
shell legal right, the decree ot order of the Commissioners shall be Quashed by the

It is iiercby enacted, that articles i and '2 of regulation l of 1820, of the Bom' 
hay code, bo lepoalcd. 

PROVISION FOll TIIE OWNERS OF THATCHED HOUSES.

Act No. Ml. 1),uei> .1u.ni 6. 

I. It h hereby enacted, that evciy h.i.i->e and out-house built wi‘Jiin the city 
of Calcutta, atiei the lit d.iy of NovcLiibci, lBA7, sill ill be covered wilh an outer 
roof ut lucombiittibie innlurKils, and Hut, if any hou=u oi out-house he limit in con* 
traventiou of this provi-mn, the owner ut «ucb *,uiUju or out-house shall, on convic¬ 
tion he foie a mngi-ti j'c, be piyiidu'd with a lino not exceeding 10U rupees. 

II. Aiid it is hereby cm icted, lh.it it shall be lawful fm the supeiintcndent of 
the Police of the saul city, fiom the date ol tlie passing of thi.s act, to lender to the 
ovvnei of any house or out-hoi:se vMiluii the said city, which hou?Ar out-house 
may have been built before the said 1st day of November, 1837, ana which may 
not be covuiLd with an outer root of lUcunibuHiible materials, a sum.of money to 
defiay the cxpeine ni’covering sudli house or ont-housc with such an outer roof, 
and that if the owner of-.uch house or out- hou3e shall accept the sum so tendered, 
and sh,^^Ktiga!;c that such house or out-house shall be coveied with such an outer 
loof within a cuiLiiu Uiue, auil shall not within that time cau.-e such house or out¬ 
house to be coveied with such an outer roof, such owner shall, ou conviction before 
a magistrate, he punished with a lino not exceeding ten tunes the sum so accepted 
by such owner. 

III. And u is hereby enacted, that if any house or nut-house shall be built in 
contravention ot tlie provi-ion contained m section I. of this act, or if any owner 
of a house or out-bduse shall refuse to accept a sum of money tendered by the said 
supeunlendcnl in the manner described in section 11. of this act, it .shall be lawful 
for the said superintendent to cause such or ont-house to be covered with an outer 
roof of incombustible materials without the consent of the owner thereof, and to 
cau«e aucli alterations to be made in tlie walls of such house or out-house, as may 
enable such walls to support such outer roof, and to defray the expense out of any 
funds which inay be put at the disposal of the said superintendent for that purpose 
either by the Government or by any private person, or body of private persona. - _ 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever shall wilfully obstruct the spud 
^superintendent, or any person acting under the authority of the said supeiipLeg- 
•eju» in the exercise of the powers given to the said superintendent by section, f K* 
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of this act, shall, on conviction before a magistrate, be punished with a fine not 
exceeding 100 rapees, in excess of :my punishment to which the person so obstruct¬ 
ing may be liable by reason of any other offence which he may commit in the course 
of such obstruction. 

V. And tt is hereby enacted, (hat all lines levied under the authority'of this act 
shall be paid into the guueral treasury, and Khali be applied to the purpose of 
defraying expense! incurred in carrying this act into execution. 

COURT MARTIAL. 

Act No. XIII. Dated June, 5. 

It is hereby enacted, that uo trial by Court Martial which may have been held 
prior to the passing of this Act at any Military Station, ^within the territories sub¬ 
ject to the Government of the presidency of Bombay, shall be deemed to have been 
illegal on the ground that aucli Military Station had not been proclaimed in the 
manner directed by section IX, Regulation A XII. of 1827, of the Bombay code. 

IMPORTATION OF FOREIGN GOODS IN BRITISH VESSELS. 

Aci No. XIV. Daii d Junk 12. 

It is hereby enacted, that whenevei any foreign blatc in Aria or Africa shall 
permit within the dominions of such state, Hus importation or exportations of 

R oods in British Vessels on the same terms on winch it permits the importation or 
tportation of Goads iu Vessels belonging to the subjects of such foreign state, it 
shall be lawful for the Governor General of India in Couucil.by an Order m Coun¬ 
cil, to direct thafRgoods may be imported into the territories of the East India Com¬ 
pany, or exported tlicnce in Vessels belonging to the subjects of such Foreign 
state, on the same terms on which such Goods are imported into the said Terri¬ 
tories, or exported thenco in British Vessels. 

TAX FOR CLEANSING AND REPAIRING TOWNS. 

Act No XV. Dated June IB. 

I. It is hereby enacted, that from the 1st day of July, 1837, it shall be lawful 
for the sevafe Magistrates and Joint Magistrates within the presidency of Fort 
William in Bengal, to appropriate a portion of the tax levied under regulation 
XXII. J816of the Bengal rode, to the purpose of cleansing and repairing the 
towns ir. which that tax is levied. 

11. And it is hereby enacted, in lieu of the maximum rate prescribed by the 
Sunnuri of appointment referred to in section X, of the above men I lonedjj emula¬ 
tion, that after the 1st day of July, 1837, it shall be competent to the PuiicTiaile 
appointed by the said i?unnud. to fix the rate of assessment to be levied fiom the 
Proprietor or Principal occupier of any shop or habitation gt two Company’s ru¬ 
pees per mensem. 

Ilf. And it is hereby enacted, that no person whatever shall either liy reason 
of place of birth, or by reason of descent, be exempted from the payment of any 
Assessment under Regulation X All. of 1816 of the Bengal code orundurthis 
Act. 


CUSTOM HOUSE REGULATIONS.

And it is hi-rebv enacted, that it sti.ill bo lawful for the Governor of the 
presidency of Fort William in Bengal from time to time by notice in the Official 
Gazelle to lix a value lor any article liable to ad valorem duty, and that the value 
so lixed by the Governor ol the slid L’re-udeucy shall, till altered by a similar 
notice, be taken to be the value of such article for the purpose of levying duty 
on the same. 

1V. And it is hereby enacted, that every master of a vessel, who shall remora 
ft oui such vessel or put on board thereof any goods, or cause or suffer any goods 
to be removed thence or put on board thereof between sun-M.'t and sun-iisc, or on 
any day when the (.'upturn House is closed foi business, without leave in writing 
obtained from the Collector ot Customs, shill be punished with i t'-c.r- not exceeding 
GOO rupees. 

\ . And it is hereby enacted, tint when upon application from the commander 
■of .my vessel the Cu-tum lloii-e officer shall he removed bom on boaul thereof 
lunler tlm provinion^ to that effect contained in Section X \ T. ot the Act XI V. of 
183b, it the commander of Mich vessel shall before u Custom House officer li’tva 
again been placed in such vessel, put on board of such vessel or cause or suffer to 
be put on board of such vessel any goods whatever, such commander shall be pu¬ 
nished wuh a line not exceeding 1,00b Rupees, and the goods shall be liable to ho 
re-landed tor examination a’ the evpence of the shipper or shippers upon reijui-i lion 
to that eliccL hum the Collector ot Customs.

And it is hereby enacted, that when gooda shall be sent from on board 
ship lor the purpose ol being landed ami passed ioi . uportation, there shall be sent 
with each boat-load or oilier separate dispatch, a boat-note specifying the number 
ol packages and the marks and numbers or other description thereof, and such 
boat-note shall be signed by an officer of the vessel and likewise by the Customs 
officei that may be on board, aud if any imported goods be found in a boat proceed¬ 
ing to land without a boat-note, or if being accompanied^y a boat-note they be 
found out of the proper track between the ship and the Custom JJoiiiO wharf, or 
other wliart or ghaut at which they have been peimttted to be landed, the boat con¬ 
taining such goods may be detained by any inspector or by any oilier officer of the 
preventive service of the Custom House duly authorized by the Collector ot Cut- 
toms, and unless the cause of deviation be explained to the satisfaction of the of¬ 
ficers of Customs, the goods shall be liable to confiscation. 

IX. And it is hereby enacted, that when goods shall be brought to baptised 
through the Custom House, either for importation or exportation by sea, if pack- 
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agfes in which the same may be contained shall be found not to correspond with the 
description of them given in the application for passing them through the CiMom 
House, or if the contents thereof be found not to have been coirectly described lu re¬ 
gard to soTt, quality, or quantity, or it any gnoU not anted in the^ppheatton be.

Acr No XXL Dated Soft. 25. 

I. It is heiehy enacted, that from th%first day of October 1837, it shall be law' 
ful tor the Governor in Council of any presidency of which there is a council, and 
for tlic Governor of’any piesidency of which there is no council, to dispeu.-e with 
any oath which by any Regulation of that piesidency or by any Act of the Gover¬ 
nor General uf India in Council is now required to be taken, and that it shall be 
lawful fortlte Lieutenant Governor of the N. W. Provinces to dispense with any 
oath which by any Regulation or any Act of the Governor General of India in 
Council now iu force within those provinces is now requited to be taken. 
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II. Provided always, that the dispensing power given by this Act shall not 
extend to any Oath now required-by livvlobe taken in any stage of any judicial 
proceeding, 

III. And it is hereby unacted, tint whenever any oath is dispensed with under 
the authority given hy iln? mu, the purson who hut for such dispensation would 
have lici'ii 1- g.iliv require l to lake such oath shall, in the presence of the function¬ 
ary hy whom but for Hiich di»pi-nsa ion such oath would have been adminis¬ 
tered, make and subscribe a declaration in writing to the same effect with such 
oath. 


IV. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever shall, in any declaration made and 
subscribed according to the provisions of this Act, knowingly stale any untruth such 
that if that untruth ha-1 been slated on oath, the person stating it would have been

port to that couit, but shall tm mimediauly sut-.ject to the ciders of tlie Court of 
Foujdarry Adawlut, and shall furnish to the Couit ol Foujd-n ry Adawluisuoh lists or 
calendars of charges prelei red before them, or of persons sentenced to punishment 
by them, ns the said Couit of Foujd irry Adawlut may direct. 

IV'. Provided also, that it shall be lawful tor the said superintendent and every 
one of the said deputies, in cases in which the said criminal Judge or the said 
magistrate would now be empowered to commit auy person to the jail of dangle- 
put, to commit such person to any 1 jail within the cullecloratc of Madras. 

V, Provided also, that the provisions of clause 5th of section V11L. of regula¬ 
tion XV. of 1803 of the Madras code, shall be applicable to all convicts on whom 
sentence of imprisonment shall have been passed by the said superintendent of 
police, or by any of the said deputies in the exercise of the jurisdiction transferred 
to them by this Act. -

Act No. XXIII. Dated Oct. 2.

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APPOINTMENT OF A SUPERINTENDENT OF POLICE FOR THE 
NORTH WESTERN PROVINCES. 

s Act No. XXIV. Datkd Oct. 2. 

I. It is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Governor of the presiden¬ 
cy of Fori William in Bengal lo appoint a superintendent of police for the Territo¬ 
ries under his government or for any part thereof, and for the Lieutenant. Governor 
of the N. W. Provinces to appoint a superintendent of Police lor those provinces,- 
or for any part thereof. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that whenever a superintendent of Police shall be 
appointed under this Act,such parts of section 7, regulation I. 1829, of the Ben¬ 
gal code, as ve«.t the Commissioner of revenue and circuit with the duties and powers 
belonging to the superintendent of Police, shall cease to have effect iu the terii- 
tories which may be comprised within the jurisdiction of such superintendent, — 
and such superintendent shall be guided in the execution of the dunes of his office 
by the rules contained in regulation X. 1808, and other Regulations or the Hen- 
gal code, subsequently enacted, in regard to the said office, in so iar as they may 

. not be modified or repealed by this art. 

III. Ami it is hereby enacted, that whenever such a superintendent of Police as 
aforesaid shall be appointed for any jurisdiction, section 3, regulation 1 X. 1831, 
of the Bengal code, shall cca.se lo have effect within that juiisdiction. 

IV. And it is lieteby enacted, that thu superintendent of Police appointed 
under this act, shall exercise all the. powers that may be noSv legally exerci-ed by 
the Commissioner* of circuit, in virtue of the authority vested in them hy section 3, 
regulation l. 1829, of the Heugil rode, in rcgaul to the appointment, suspension 
and removal of any tniniiterijl or Poitou officer, subordinate to any zillah or city 
magisltdle, or joint magi-tia'c. 

V. And it is hereby nuclei, that whenever the whole administration of crimi¬ 
nal Justice shall, under the provisions of act No. VII. of 183'), bo vested in any 
Session Judge,such Sc«-ion Judge shall receive and tty any appeal m,i It: to him 
from any order of any /.illali or/uty ma/i-lrat", or joint m igi-tratc, whether such 
order may have been passed in a criminal trial or iu any judicial proceeding what¬ 
ever—provided, that it shall not be com pi tent to such Sh-hioh Judge lo inteifere 
with any order passed by a zilbili or'city magistrate, or joint magistrate, regarding 
the appointment, suspension, or removal of any miuistettal or police officer, the 
revision of which has by sccLion IV. of this act been entrusted to the superinten¬ 
dent of police. 

VI. , And it is heteby enacted, that the decision of a session judge in appeal 
from the order of a zillah or city magistrate, ot joint magistrate, in any judicial 
proceeding other than a criminal trial j anil al*o the orders of the superintendents 
of Police iu regaid to the appointment, hUBpension, or removal of a ministerial or 
Police officer of a /illah or city niagisliale, or joint magistrate, passed under the 
provisions of sections 4 and 5 of this act respectively, shall not be open to revision 
by the Nizamut Adawlut.

Act No. —— Dated Nov. 18. 

I. It is hereby enacted, that frdtu the l. r iih January, 1838, all Regulations of 
the Bombay Code passed before the year 1827 and now in force, with the exception 
of Sections I., LI., and III., Ilegulatioo VI., 1799, and of Clause 2, Section VII., 
Regulation IX,, 1800, and of Sections XIV., XVII., XX. XXL, and XXV., 
Regulation 1., of I80o, and of the whole ot Regal*'ion* 11., 1310 and Vi., 1814, 
•hall he repealed. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that Chapters I., II, , VI., VIII., and IX„ of’ 
Regulation XX., 1827 ofihe aaid Code, together with the Appendices A, fi, C, E* 
H, I, J, K of that ReenjauiJfD^ .Idso'ReguUtioo 1L, 1831, Regulation XUI*, 
1831, Regulation l.,LW2; |kJgwlation IV., 1833 and Regulation IV., 1834-fff tjta 
■aid code, and all such pattsofany Regulations of the said code as prcscri^b the 
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My of transit or inland customs duties, or as require the payment of any fee 
whatever on account ot any vessel'w,hicli may enter any port in the territories sub* 
jeet to the Horn bay Presidency, and likewise the provisions of any kind contained 
in those or in any other i emulation*, lor fixing the amount of duly to be levied on 
goods imported or exported by sea at any place wiilnn tin: limits of the Bombay 
presidency, or the dr&whark payable on the same siiall be repealed.

Persons applying for leave of absence on account of indisposition, are to ac¬ 
company such application, with a certificate of the state of their health, from the 
Surgeon or Assist inf Surgeon of their station, agreeably to the form inserted be-* 
low and marked A. 

When an extension ofleave of absence may be deemed necessary, such officers, 
if they have proceeded' to any station immediitiely dependent on this Pre-udeoey, 
without coming to Calcutta, are to attend the Senior Surgeon, whethet civil or 
milliiary, of such station, and to obtain fiorn him a certificate conformably to the 
accompanying form marked H. to lie renewed monthly ; and if the officers in 
question shall have come to Calcutta, they are to obtain from the Surgeon attending 
them a similar certificate of ticknest, to be al-o renewed monthly, and which must 
lie CoittR’rthed by ‘the coneum-m testimony of the Superintending Surgeon of the 
PfiS-tidenfcy/orjiii his abounce bv one nf the Members of the Medical Board.

Rules regarding the absence of Civil Servants from their stations, on It nee. 

General Department, 18th December , 1832. 

1. Civil Servants absent from their stations on leave, {granted on account el 
private affairs, for a continuous period of more than one month, whether in the 
same or different official years, are liable to a deduction of id from their salaries 
for the whole term of such absence ; but, if the period for which they have ob- 
tained leave of absence, whether on medical certificate os on account of private 
affairs, do not exceed one month in each official year, they are not liuble to any 
deduction, 

2. t ivil Servants absent from tbeir stations under leave, granted on medical 
certificate, for a period exceeding one month in each official year, if their salary 
do not excdhd sicca rupees 2,000 per mensem, are liable to deduction of 1 -8th 
for the whole of the first, and of l-6ih for the remaining period of absence. This 
rule, however, only applies, when officers receiving less than 2,000 rupees per 
mensem, are absent beyond the limits of the presidency, as Madras, the Cape, 
Penang, &c. Absentee* to Simlah and other places within the limits of the pre¬ 
sidency, are subject to the higher scale of deductions, specified in the next rule 
following, viz l-b'th for '.he 1st year and l-4th for the ensuing six months. 

3. Civil Servant whose s<ilaiy may exceed sicca rupees 2,000, if absent un¬ 
der leave granted on medical certificate, whether within or beyond the limits 
of the presidency, for a period exceeding one month in each official year, art; lia¬ 
ble to a deduction of l-6tli for,the whole of the first year, and of l*4th for the re¬ 
maining period of absence. 

4. From the operation of the tyo preceding rules are excepted persons, whose 
salaries may not exceed sicca rupees 500, wlign the leave of abseuco has been 
granted to them ou medical certificate, They are liable to no deduction for the 
1st year, ami for the remaining period of absence to deduction of l-6ih." 

5. If the salary of the individual exceed the sum of 500 rupees per mensem 
only in such small degree, that deductions made under rule 2 would induce the 
remaining portion below that sum, those deduction* shall only be enforced to 
such an extent as to bring the salary for the first year to the sum of 500 rupees, 
and for the remaining period to a sum equal to l*6th.less than in that amount, as 
prescribed in rule 4. 

6. The deductions specified above are to bo computed from the dst* in which 
the absentee may deliver over charge of his office to the person applied to relievo 
him ; but in case, when be may be absent from beyond the limits ef the presi¬ 
dency, should he exceed the period of eighteen months from the date of final' de¬ 
parture, he will forfeit hb allowances above the subsistence money of hb rank, 
and actually vacate his appointment, which will be disposed of a* the Governor 
General in Council may see fit. On returning from beyond ■ the limits of th* 
presidency, (if within the ^eighteen months,), the usual period is greeted to thp 

. absentees fat rejoining his station, during which be is subject only to the I C M ST 
deduction, i. e. 1-Glb of bn salary. - a<

Judicial and Revenue Department, Id October, 1832. 

Instance have lately occuired ot officer', in the civil employment of Governmen, 
obtaining leave of ab«ence on medical certificate to visit the hills during thalt 
period;of the year'when.residence in the places u n<n«t trying to tlie constitution. 
This hft* sometimes been icpeiti-il for several successive seasons, and innclt prtjn-. 
dice-to the public service has hence result'd, it has therefore become necessary to 
impose some further restraint upon the piactice, and with this view the following 
is parsed : • 

■ Officer* obtaining leave of absence on medical certificate to visit the hill* 
within two yearsfiom the giant of a similar lean;, shall lie subject to leduction of 
l-3d of their allowances. A third leave of alienee, of a similar nature, within a 
further period of two years, shall involve the los» of appointment and induction of 
the allowances to those of a civil servant out of employ. 9 

Additional rule respecting absence to sea or beyond the limits of the Bengal 
presidency.—General Depui tinent, llll/i October, 1832. 

A second leave to sea or to the terrnoiie- heyoiul the limits*of the Bengal presi¬

Xu conformity with ihc previous orders of Government on this subject it 
is to be distinctly understood, that all applications for leave of absence from per¬ 
sons in change of offices immediately subject to the control of a Commissioner of 
^Revenue and Circuit, mut-t be made to that officer. All applications from Joint 
Magistrate, Deputy Collectors and Assistants, must be made (o their immediate 
*uperiors,.wlio mil forward the same with any remarks he may think proper for 
the ordem of the Commissioner. 

2 n«Hy.^rh* QmwnH-ioncr is authorized to grant leave, not exceeding one 
QOtitU ip each official year, to . European officer* of all grades under bis 
control .and urnhe arrangements fog the conduct of the duties of* the vacant 
.pffice,.and it will not be necessary'to report each case to Government. The 
CJsawsntwiQuer will furnish annual statements exhibiting the , names of person*.to 
^howjU^ indulgence hay betn granted, the several periods allowed, and the total 
days leave of absence to each ia the- year. It is, however, to be 
y md grstQod. that an officer ab>ent fiom his station for a continuous period ot more 
i h^ q nnp month under leave grauted^by a Commissioner, willbe liable to a deduc- 
tiea-ftf bne-wirdjTrom his salary fur the whole term of his absence, although such 
term may not-be inexcess of one month in each of two official years.

Whereas, under and by virtue of an act passed in the thirty-third 
year of the reign of His Majesty King Georgs the Third, intUuied 
An Aet far continuing in the East India Company for a further term 
the possession of the British territorial in India, together with thier 
exeuUive trade, under certain limitations ; for establishing further 
regulations for the Government of the said territories, and the better 
administration of-justice within the sum s ; for appropriating to cer¬ 
tain uses the revenues and profits ofitht said Company ; and for 
mofcing provisions for the good ardor and government of the towns of

, the act 33rd, George 111. which prohibited the payment of any 
salary to servants of the Honorable Company after the date of their

wm'obwrve riv” Governor-General in Council, with the sanction of the Honorable

The president in Council deeming it necessary, therefore, to de¬ 
clare, the rules that have been passed under such sanction and are 
Still in torce, and the modifications made theicin hy the application 
to them of the act in question, directs the following iules to he pub¬ 
lished together with the Act 1.

CIVIL 8EIIVANTS. 

1. Civil Servants proceeding to the Cape of Good Hope, Mamifius or ihe 
Island of St. Helena, or to any place within the limits ol the H;ibt India Company’s 
charter, with leave grunted by the Governments to uhii li they arc.le-peclively 
attached, under medical certificates, countersigned by a Mt-inlu-i of the AU-dic.il 
Board at the presidency, shall from the date ot the pilot leaving luc ve-icl iu which 
(hey embark to the da.e of their return, provided lim period of ab-cnce do not exceed 
two years, draw the allowances ol their respective othces subject to the following 
deductions. 

If the salary exceeds 2,000 rupesa per mensem, one-sixth for one year, and for 
the second year one fom th. 

If the salary do not exceed 2,000 rupees per mensem, ooe-eigluli for one year, 
and one-sixth lor the second year. 

If the salary of odice be not more than 500 rupees per mensem, no de<luri\.-.l 
shall be made for the fiistyear, and if il be only so much moie, that the ptescii^ 1 
deduction at the rate ofone-eiglult would reduce the allowance di awn to less t:ha 
500 rupees per mensem, only so much shall be deducted as will reduce the salary 
drawn to 500 i upees per mensem. Alter the hibl year, a deduction of one-eightn 
•hall be made fiom the salary oTthe officers relened to in tkii-i rjilo. 

2. After the close of the secoud year when the salary of office cim-c-., Civil 
Servants who may obtain an extension ol Ic.vv. ,will iliaw the »min&icn'u allow¬ 
ance of their rank only, but no such bervant, ao-unt on leave on accuuot of sick¬ 
ness, shall draw a less allowance as a Civil Servant out of employ, than that of 
a Junior Merchant, viz. Sa. Us. 224 per mensem. 

3. The maximum period for which any Civil Servant shall be allowed to draw 
the salary of odice or any part theieof, is two years from the date of embaraiiori, 
•nd the offices of servants who may not return within th.it pi-nod, will be vacaut 
and liable to be filled by fresh appointments. Civil Servants who may so overstay 
the period of two years, piovided they obtain an extension of leave on account to 
the satisfaction of the Government to which they are attached for the delay of 
their return, shall,as above provided, receive ibe bub-i-tence allowance of a 
servant of their rank, subject to the exception above-specified in favor ol* junior 
servants, but if they couiinue absent in disobedience of an order to return or 
without sufficient cause shown, that allowance also will be foi failed. 

4. Civil Servants absent on leave on account of sickness uuly certified, if they 
proceed to England without reluming to their presidency, m.iy, as heiciofore, apply 
V>be admitted to furlough by the Honorable Lhe Court ot D'lectors, and the 
furlough will, in such cases, take effect from the date of leaving their piesidency, 
consequently, the allowances of office that may have been drawn by themselves 
or by their agents after their departure, must, in that case he re-adjusied, and the 
difference re-funded. 

6, Civil Servants desiring to avail themselves of the benefit of the act above 
-referred to, and to draw their allowances while absent on account of bickness 
under the above rules, will be required to give security in such amount as may 
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be required by the Government for the re-fund of any excess that may be drawn, 
either >y agents at the pre-ideucy or by themselves, in case of their proceeding to 
Europe on fuilough, or olherwisc, comming under leticuclinient. 

* 6. No second leave will bo gmuled tu any Civil Servant who has been absent 

beyond sea lor two years, until three years alter the dale of ictuin I'ruin sea, but 
if a Civil Servant is compelled by Mckness to proceed lo t-ea again within this 
period, after having been ub-ent let>s than two years, he will be allowed to com* 
plete lliat peiiod, drawing the proportion of salay allowed tor the remaining time, a« 
f the leave had been continuous.

7. Military officers employed in the civil departments and drawing a civil 
allowance, are entitled, in common with oiliccrs holding staff situations in the 
military dcpaitmcut to draw the military pay and allowances of lliur rank while 
absent at sea, ou leave under medical certificate, and, likewise, one-hall ul the differ* 
dice between such allowances and the civil or staff pay of the offices lo which they 
stand .ippomtid. 

B. ‘1 he above allowances are to be drawn for a total peiiod not exceeding two 
years fiom the date when the vessel in which such officers cmhnik may leave the 
presinency or other poit of departure, and the civil situation held by any officer 
who shall not return within tli.it peiiod, dull be condicied vacant. 

fl. The iuIcs lor I'mnidiing medical certificates and Ihr iemulating the fonna 
and maimer of diawmr militiiy allowances iluiing >ib.-<;nce on leave, have been 
laid down in Cj■ in*' >1 Oidci* in the .Mihtaiy l)i‘,uiimenl. 

10. '1 lie Civil Auditor will pa»sthe hills of officers on leave beyond sea under 
medical ceiuiicitc tor Hie pmtion ot their civil sal.try which they are peiiniticd to 
'ttow by liiii'c iiiles, in like ui.inucr, as is piovided, lor Civil Servants proceeding lo 
on ineitic.il ceililicate. Hut it is hereby ptovidud, ih.it civilallowancesbh.il 
1 nwlie drawn by a nnlilaiy officer under tins rule after the date nt deparlute be* 
yond sea, unless tenuity shall have been previou-ly given in buch amount as may 
be lixled bv Government.

11. Chaplains proceeding to auv place beyond sea for the benefit of their health 
under the rules oiescribed lor odicuis of the Kcelu~i:islical Dcpailment, shall in 
respect to ilio pi‘'portion of allowances to he drawn dining the period of absence, 
asal»o in ic-pect lo the condition* and period for which such allowances are lo bo 
drawn and likewise in respect lo the allowance* to be drawn m case of their jiot 
returning w ilini two yeais : bo subject lo the same precise rules as Civil Servants 
proceeding to any place beyond sea on sick leave. 

PILOTS. 

12. The following rules have been established for members of the Pilot Service, 
under the sanction of the Honorable Court of Directors:— 

13. Membcis of the Pilot Seivicc whose slate oi health may requires voyage 
to sea, or who may ou that account desiie to leave the presidency, shall submit 
appln ation for the same through the Master Attendant to the Marine Hoard, 
foiwarding with the application a cemficate fiom the Maiine Surgeon of As¬ 
sistant Surgeon, the Maiine Hoard may grant leave for any period not exceeding 
three mouths, and the party availing hinrwclfof it, may draw while absent on such 
leave his entire pay anil allowances wluthout deduction. If ihu leave solicited, 
exceed the period of three months, the medicnl certificate must be countersigned 
by a Member of the Metical Hoard, and the sanc'ion of Government will be 
required to enable the Pilot to proceed to the Capo or elsewhere, under the 
following iulirs : —

16. Members of the Pilot Service absent at Cape or elsewhere under the tVe 
for such absence above-slated, will be required to return to India at the end ol si* 
months from the dale ol their leaving Calcutta, unit—tlln*y forward In the Al.nine 
Doaul a renewed certificate from thu Colmii.il Suigeou or oilier pitucipal medical 
officer of ibe place where they may be lending, staling llial piolouged residence h 
necessary tor complete recnveiy. 

17. A Member of the Pilot Service absent under the above rules may, provid¬ 
ed lie foiwaids renewed medical certificates every six months as required in the 
arecediug rule, continue absent f om India for a total period not exceeding two 
years, diawing during absence the allowances .staled, either through his agents, 
at Calcutta oi by bill signed in the presence of a Magiitiate at the place where he 
may be residing, and cemfied to be so signed on the date specified. The bills may 
be drawn in duplicate, and will be payable to the older of the pilot, provided, how¬ 
ever, that no pilot shall be allowed to benefit by the* prevision, unless he shall give 
security to such amount as may be prescribed by Government to cover any 
re-funds to which he may become liable in case of proceeding to Europe or of over- 
receipt by agents. 

18. Any member of the Pilot service who shall be ab-ent beyond sea fora 
period exceeding two year-*, shall, from the date of the expiiauon of the two years, 
be considered as suspended fiom the service. It will remain to be decided upon 
his return at any subsequent date, whether he shall he restored or not, according¬ 
ly as he shall be able to satisfy the Marine board and Government, that lie used 
all possible exerlious to return within the tune fixed, but failed to do so from 
causes beyond lus control.

GENERAL RULE. 

1.9. Under the authoiity of the provisions contained in the latter part of clauM 
I. Act 1. Victoria, cap. 47, it is further provided in respect to all the above cla«- 
*ses of officers, that if they embark with the permission of Government, at any 
other presidency than their own, or at any other place 0 r port in India, 
provided, that it be not more distant from their station than the porta of their own 
presidency, die dale for the commencement of the operation of the above rules for 
sick leave beyond sea, shall be that of actual embaikariou at such place or port, 
and not that of leaving the frontier of their pwn respective presidency, and the 
same privilege in respect to the date of leaving India, will be granted to oliicers of 
the several services rcferied to embarking at other presidencies or places in India 
not moie distant from their station than tlm ports of llicir own piesidvacy with the 
leave of Government previously obtained for die purpose of proceeding to Eui ope 
on i'liilongh. or of retiring from the service altogether. 

20. In the above rules no proiisinn is made for the rase of servants of the 
classes mentioned resigning the service after leaving their presidency with the 
permission of dm Government in consequence of sickness. The case of such 
persons has been cmisidcrd by the President in Council to lequirc a new rulo, 
which under llm terms of the act requires to be submitted for the confirmation of 
the IIon'lde ti'C Court of Directors before it can take effect. It is accordingly 
declared, that the seemity to be given by servants as tlm condition of ihcir drawing 
allowances while absent from dmir piesi deucy, rnu-t provide Jor ihe case of such 
retiiement, and the servants mu»t bind themselves to re-lurid the whole of tlm al¬ 
lowances so drawn in case of their resignation and departure for Europe without 
previous return to tlmir presidency, provided, that die' new rules to be established, 
■lmuld lequue such re-fund.

ORDER AGAINST DRAWING BAYONETS. 

General Order, /foree-Guardi, 18th June, 18)5, No, 530. 

So ire cases having lately occurred, in which soldiers have drawn their bayonets 
upon each other, and aUo upon other persons who happened to come in contact 
with them, whiUt quarrelling in the streets and w public houses I lit- General 
commandiog-ia-chief ilesie* that the soldiers of the army ma\ be rtminded, that 
they are armed tor the protection ot their hung and country, and for the support 
nod execution of the laws, when fau/uify called out for these purposes , lint they 
wear their ude arms as an honourable distinction of ihe profession to which they 
belong that they are not to use them in private bioils, or even lor their own per* 
bonal defence upon sat h occasions, and, thit it is the d its of the soldiers to avoid 
resorting to place* id which such broils are likely to take place, more particularly 
when dressed as soldu rs »ith their side arms. 

The General commanding in chief is determined to pat an effectual stop to so 
dangerous and disgraceful on of?t,nt e, by the punishment and degradation of every 
soldier who "hill, hereafter, b» convicted ot it. 

1 o tins end Loan Hill desires, that commanding officers of regiments and 
depota will bring to si > nntry trial, for untoldier hie and disgiacoful conduct, every 
man who -sh ill be repot ted to have drawn, or attempted to draw, his lain net for 
the purpose of usin'it against another person, in any case of dispute, affray, or 
interference. 

His Lord"hip further desires,‘that every soldier convicted before a f curl*Marital 
of having used, or \Uimpteri to use his site aims, m m\ of theta-ts herein con¬ 
templated, may, in sdditnm to tlu punishment awarde 1 by thi Conn, be degraded 
ou the public paiade, in front oi the regiment or depot to winch he belongs, by 
beiog them stripped of bia boyonet, and bayonet bolt,%d proclaimed by ibe com¬ 
manding affic* rut wan unworthy to be entrusted with the cate of bis bayonet, 
except m the r ink*, under the view and command of his officer 

In all suoti cases, the offender shall be stripped of his side arms by the pioneers, 
in order to eoh nice bis degr tdaupn Ilo who is thus degraded shall not bo sufficed 
to wear hw bayonet or bayonet belt except upon duty, for one ytesr from the dit# 
of his degra Iation, during which time he shall be denied every indulgence to 
which’the good soldier n entitled, and shell march to church, in the ranks, with¬ 
out side arms, fb name shell, moreover, be posted up in some conspic uous place 
a the barrack room of the company to which be belongs, mi the barrack gM*» 
and an the doom of the guard home, end canteen. 

The Generot com mending-in chief teds confident that these measures will, 
with the xealou* co-operation of all classes of officers, and vigilance of tbo non¬ 
commissioned officers, soon rescue the army fiom the stigini which i few unwor¬ 
thy individuals Would attach to it, by resorting to a base and unmanly expedient 
heretofore nnknown amongst Brpish Soldiers.

. FOR THE BENGAL NATIVE INFANTRY. 


I—DUTY OF OFFICERS IN COMMAND AND CHARGE OF 

COMPANIES. 

L. It ia on the officer* holding the cummin 1 and charge of companies, fhit 
the conduct, efficienct’, nod clMiiicitir of a native corps mainly depend; and 
it will be generally fouuil, that in corps where there is a propur and high sense of 
duly in tiie o Hirers of ihi* rank. I lie menaie well behave!, smart, and soldierlike 
whether on, or olf duly. But to ensure this feeling, o» to give rfae to it, whether it is 
warning, llw utfioers commanding companies must he vested with >.uHii-ient au¬ 
thority, to encourage merit and check irregularities, without being under llie neces¬ 
sity of referring oaevery tailing occu-ion, to the commanding officers. 

S. Officers comimndmg cainpun-es, may grant indulgence to deserving men 
of their companies, to a cm tain extent : they tmy grant leave for one or twoduya 
excepting ul muster ; but this leave is on no account to extend to a later hour than 
tattoo-Waling. All applications fur the indulgence of leave to a greater extent, 
will require the sanction of the commanding wtficer, and must be made through 
. the oncers in charge of companies. 

"" 3, Officers in command of companies arc responsible for the general appear* 
’Ante and cleanliness of their companies; and to enable them to ascertain that 
(heir onleii oti this subji rt me attended to, there will be a private parade of com- 
■punieaoncc a week, .it smi-uet. This pa i ad t is solely Tor (lie inspection of tilt 
officeis commanding companies. AM deficiencies in the appointment, or clothing 
of the men, with the causes that'led to (hem, be repotted, for the commanding 
' offii^’s juforinuiiuri, th iough the quartermaster. 

4. -Companies are to be permanently divided into four sec I ions, with a proper 
■: proportion of oon-eommwMoned officer* to each ; end the European officers will 
Jtudeavour to form a chain of responsibility Uiitiughouttlie whole, causing the coin- 
imi.deieof sections constantly to War in mind, that their credit, aa amatt.offieert,, 
Worthy tardier advancement, will depend on the soldier-like appearance of their 
••etiool. To cariy this ii*U> effect, in iiio.-t native coipr, will requite lime aod 
.'*ltfbelV*Mefitte» ; but when mice c (faded, it will i* productive of the best result*. 

> An officer,howe'er, n «*l noi ie-t suin-fied that his oidets aie attended to, tneitlj^ 
bfcva use he 'hem; he will have many obetachs to overcome in introducing 

' this regulation, and he i>houhl make It a point of seeing his sections paraded occav 
donelly, adder their Don-corfiaiisMutied officers, befoie (ailing in as a company* 

' A relief tech section ia to be kept by the non-coimniseioneit officer, and no elter- 
' litas to be made in th without eta order from the officer in cemmend of the 
company. 
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S. The officers commanding companies, are responsible for the peyhMhttof 
their com pa n i#*; for ihe clothing, firms, accoutrements tad regimental ap¬ 
pointments in use, and for the rep.iir of arms. 

• 6 . 1 iif y aie diilioi.ztd to enforce tite execution of ell orders and regulation*, 

relating to the inittitoi difit'ipline and ctcouotnv of tiiair compjmcs, by ordering 
those iiii-o, who neglect or disobey them.; **ir& duly, or puiicdiiutut drill, not 
exceeding lour day s' <.uu»d, oi nn days' drill. 

7 . J ln v will ori'i'i.m,illy vni (lit- men of their compiniijs, who may be IQ 
ho-pit.il, ainl asrenain, l»y personal inquiry, ji they am furindn.il -with every tiling 
ueci-S'.iiy for hick. men, thm U'scntial part of an officer's duly, should ho particu¬ 
lar's attended to, in unhealthy situations ; nothing bring so xriiiifyiag lothena* 
tire fuliticr, a« lo perceive that h» officer i* interested in but welfue.

cli.iiu.cler ol iudiviilu :1s indin.^in^ to his company. 

0 . 'I iie chaiactcr of the uattvit differs so imtori illy from that of the European, 
that it leijuucs fn.ie, and nn-.iyvo y'jseivation of the most minute circumstances, 
connected with the behaviour of the r.vfcn, on all occasions, and in all situations, to 
enable the Ku'opean officers to form a correct opiuiqp of their fitness for promo* 
tion ; hut by stMct attention to every pail ofllieir conduct, and a cartfol entry of 
every panicui ir o'- a favorable or unatvourahle nature in the behaviour of individu¬ 
als iniliis book, it will become a public record ol the greatest u>e, in preventing tht 
promotion ot unworthy individual#, and in encouraging the exertions of the active, 
ioitdligt-rit, nod d(i-i*rvi:ig soldier, 

10. Without some record of this kind, an officer, who has not been long in 
command of a company, and who is called upon to recommend a naick, oft 
private for pi ginmiua, has selduni the mean* of a.ccriaiuing the character of bis 
men ; he h under the nece#sity of applying to the native officers, or pay-bavU* 
dar, a mude of obtaining ihe requited ioformation, which is considered calculated 
to produce pernicious consequence*. 

If, It will be, the commanding officer V duty, to pay end to exact attenikmto 
these records, and to have every pedicular of a mao'* conduct so fully inserted 
as to leave liufo room for doubt or dispute. ' 

>9. These books will he inspected by the commanding officer, on the 1st- ef 
May, August, November, and February. 

13. Any injury that itiay occur to the arm*, accoutrements. Or appointment*, 
‘ of companies. or any deficiency in thant, with all the information the officer may 
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quarter ftiaMcr, fur the commanding officer’-* tnfortnaiion, to enable him to cot&ftf 
with the directions Contained in general ciders. *• 

14. Officers comraaodiug Compante* wiit personally disburse thevav,M|loon 
u practicable after the receipt of« ; *dd for thi* purpose, they *»ll"nh¥**fcffr 
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cempSokto tbsrehed to their-qu*tt*r*, in their uniform mud side urms, and again 
niton back in tilt Knot, by the lenior native officer present. 

15. The men on guard are to I mi pud by ilieir officer* when relieved : and ex¬ 
cept) ng in wim of extreme urgency, the officers jre expected to see every man in 
thtir Companies receive his pay ir, their presence. 

16. W henevet n casualty may occur, the coat and pantaloons in wear, ore to 
be wiit into store, to be again issued, under the orders of the commanding officer, 
to recruits. 


II.—GENERAL REMARKS FOR THE EUROPEAN OFFICERS, 

1. A ready and cheerful obedience Co nil orders from superior officers, is the 
first principle of military dUcipline; if, therefore, a Subaltern should chance to 
command on any parade, or duty, nil junior officers employed on the same duty, 
era excepted to pay as much deference to bis order*, as if th'-jr worn actin.; under a ' 
Field Officer, Subaltern OfHeets commanding platoons at dr»M or cxcrrii-e may 
order extra drill, not exceeding four days, to any man of their platoon, who is 
awkward or inattentive ; and when inspecting guards may order any man who is 
dirty, one day's extra guard ; but if they think more than four days extra drill, or 
one day's guard, necessary, they will report the ciicumstance, for ihe information* 
and orders of the Commanding Officer. 

2. In reprimanding meu, for any irregularity, all passionate or abusive terms are 
tb ho avoided. 

, 3. Every officer is exrepted tostlend to the drr-ss, appearance, and behaviour 
of the men of the corps on, or off duty ; ami whether thuy belong to his own 
company or not. 

4. Officers shall also take notice of all guards and sentries of the regiment, 
and report any neglect that cornea under their observation ; they should be equally 
ready to bring into notice any remarkable instance of attention ; they should watch 
over the general character of the corps, anil embrace every opportunity of evincing 
the interest they take in ita reputation, by checking irregularity and neglect, and 
encouraging diligence and attention ta duty, in the itfdividuuU.belonging to it. 

5. They ahould endeavour to become acquainted with thv chu acter a nd general 
behaviour, on duty, of the on&lve eommisrione^ .ma-commissioned officers and 
privates of the corps, but particularly of their own companies. The frequency 
of commands and escort*, under European officers, a (finds many opportunities 
bf acquiring this information. 

6. They -dt mid, themselves, attend to the complaints of the men, and not 
allow this duty to devolve on a native officer, a havildar, or a servant. The of¬ 
ficer, who permits this part af bis duty to be perfoimed bv another, deprives himself 
Q'f. tho host opportunity of securing the respect and attachment of the native soldier. 

T. It should be impresed on the young officer, that grievances, which to him 
fnay appear frivolous, are of serious impdrt, when connected with the religious 
prejudices or the men ; and that, even, when the redress of such grievances is 
impracticable, it is still ia his power to listen with patience to the soldier’s state-' 
(pent, and to convince him, that his feelings have not been disregarded 
: 8. AH officers,on returning from detached duty, are to make a general report 
with*conduct of tbs native commissioned officers and ha vildars belonging tu tlieir 
fOtaphtneiit; and ia case of having any neglect, or any unsiddier-ltke conduct 
IpMHjefi a full detail of every particular, connected with the individual** belts vV* . 
•UbiM* be entered into. •>, 

- There at* els* many points in the performance of 4 non-commissioned 
^Officer's duty which show attention and amarines* ; this will be noted, in a gene- ■ 
rill w*y, in this report. 

. IQ. A VI young officers, on first joining 9 corps, are to attend the drill, until 
;f£«C*e*ly acquainted wjth the drill of . the recruit and company, mounting guard, 
rponual and platoon exorcises, marching and sundiog salute with h sword. An 
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officer's fitness for joining the rank* of Mu reeimeatn to bo ‘Mb wUtotd to 
drilling and commanding a platoon is his commanding officer’s p reMM K ■■’ 

II. They should he posted, at first, to the company of some old officer, who 
will take every orca«ion to point out’lo them, the manner in which the intorht 
dutv of a com pan v is conducted, ami explain to them the nature and use of ihedtft 
fercnl books wmrh are kept, and of the reports which are required. They will 
also, alter they have been dismissed the drill, he nut on command, under another 
officer, to learn that pint of • heir duty. For two years after they join they are tO 
attend all Comu ut Inquiiy.H'ourti Martial, and ('wnniiltee®, wlurh may be held 
la the regiment, to learn the manner in which tho«e duties are conducted. 

1 *2. N’n officer to hiivw the command or dougc of a company, until he shell 
have done regimental dutv for two years, and not then, unles» he has acquired a 
competent knowledge oi flindoostanee, without which, Ins intercourse with the 
native M.ldii-r will titer'll ind on in a manner un-al Ufactory to both ; nor will the 
-officer acquue over the soldier the influence which it it of importance he should 

pu'.-ess. 

M. X itive commissioned or non-commissioned officers, attending to make 
their reports, <iru not ut he detailed. The hours For making the common reports of 
a corps, aie to he fixed, And all officers arc to be ready to receive them at llie pro* 
4 >ci houi- 

14. Naiivp officers attondinv at an European officer's <|Uarters, on duty, which 
nuv require tlicir being detained, are lobe furnished with a chair, and treated 
wnli cnunesy line to their -imauons. 

15. No officer should dei.nii ao oiderly who may be sent to him j being on 

duty, he is immediately to l»<- sent hack to his jiovt. t 

16. () Iv’crs allowed umItIics, are to use tlieiii on public duty only : whatever 
duty a soldier is on he should U- otiictly confined to it, and tint moat spupuloha 
exactness demanded, paiticulady fium an orderly- 

17. Officers when sick, are to he reported sick by the surgeon ; and while in the 
sick report, me not to appear in public place®, or public paggjes. 

)B. Officers proceeding ou leave, are to lodge a memorandum of their address 
in the Adjutant's office. , 

19. Inclosing those general remarks for officer®, it may he necessary to ina«* 
press on the minds of the young end inexperienced, how much depends in a native' 
coips, on the cun urt of the European officers. An attentive body of officers will 
en^me atti-niiuu from the men ; and indifference to the performance of duty, on tho 
pail of the Jv-impum ntlieeis, will be followed by caielessnevs and negligence, on 
that of the native o> all ranks. 

‘20. Matter*. , uieiy regimental, such as an admonition, ora reprimaud .given 
to an officer, or puiiodunent indicted on men of the corps, Ought never to be nadn 
the subject of conversation among sirangeis, or out of the regiment, these coiivet.* 
saiioni oitcn give rise to cxaggeraiwl mis-state meats, affecting the Character of tudivi* 
duals, and the ciedits oi the regiment. 


Ill,-THE ADJUTANT. V 

1.. It ought tube the anxious widi of every commandant of e regiment, that 
no officer, who has nor the requisite qualifications, should 'be recommended foMki 
ai'ua<i«n of adjutant. r |*h« officer holding this appointment, ought to possess con* 
siderahle know ledge of the Hindeo«tanee language ; to he well acquainted with 0Uf. 
Jtahrt®, i u®lnms and prejudices of ihe sepoys ; to have gient command of tonpafg' 
to be completely master of the drill, in all its parts ; and, above all, to feel plMpe 
Sure in the performance of his duty. •’ ' 

2. He will tegulate the details of all duties, that they may fell ueqnwfy htf- 

possitile upon all. J < 

3. The correspondence- relrdvb to the discipline end orgeeiieiion-ef ng«iipyi 
and all standing Ordfcrs’and iaittttctimi, as to'lhe proper mode of' «wwia| 
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various duiitB, will be kept in hie office. He is responsible for the due circulation of 
orders of every description. 

4 . All official returns and reports, excepting such, as appertain particularly, 
to the Quarter Master’s dupnritqent. me to be made out under bis in-peetton : be is 
also the channel of communication with the commanding officer, ou all points of 
duty. 

5. When the corps is ordered to be under arms he will have it prnpmly tol-.l 
off,and ready at the hour specified ; he i-s to esa mini all deliiclimcui- 1 previou-ly to 
their beinj; deliveicd over to the oilirer appointed to riiimn.iml ltii in, and lie i-< ics- 
ponsible for the general cleanlmus-i and appearance ot all guaid-t nuiciied offtroui 
the battalion parade. 

6. He is to have the particular direction of the duties pet formed by the ser- 
jeaot-ntajor; he U to attend all dulls, and be particularly careful that the recruits 
are trained in strict'Conformity with the regulation*. 

7. When recruits are posted, nr sepoys transferred to companies, the Adjutant is ■ 
to send a descriptive roll, caiHullv copied bom the regimental register, to the officer 
commanding the company to .vhich the men are pouted, 

8. The following books to be k‘ pt by the Adjutant ;

9. He is to submit to the commandin' o.lidhr daily, a morning report of the 
corps ; also a weekly report »1 the puirdiment dull, .■•peniyiii^ l.ie luines of the 
men \ the companies to which tucy belong, by nhnuitln-y wee sent, for wb.tt 
crime, and lor wb.il penod. lie wi.l itti i .ill lucimU, until a toll, ur examination 
by the surgeon, previously to their being cnli-ted. 

10. The greatest attention is requi^ie, in keeping the character book of the 
native conmii'->iuned and Quii-conimu'it-iiia-l officers of the corps. The ust.ne 
of the entry, when unfavourable, is to be always explained to the individual con¬ 
cerned. 


„ . IV.—THE INTEUPRETELI AN D QUARTElt MASTER. 

■ l. The Quarter Mastsr w responsible for the stores belonging to the regiment, 
ndbrtht corrertaes* ui the leturns and reports he may submit for llw signature 
sfths commanding uffiror. 

He Will prepare indents, survey reports, ami alt papers eo-w-cled with the 
lltoree of every description, in usa with the. regiment ; and all curiespoiulence 
IheSe subjects is to be addneiK'd i,i tihu, fiHr the commanding otn :«i’s information. 

S. He will submit, every Monday, to the consUMnding officer, a report of tlur 
olothing, stores, anti ammunition under his charge, accounting for tlu difference 
between the present *rtd the last return. 

' Hv wilt go tlmwgii the Infest, at teftst twice a week, and- see'that they are 
kfptcletn, and that no encroachiuentsefe made on ' the Streets by the erection of

V.—THE SURGEON-

uiijoihiiii'cl, ,ii< fiihci piinis i-mirit'cteI tvi'li the iules already laid down by 
tin* itgul.iuno- o< (he ‘ervi^e, I »r l h- in migement ol the ho-piiaU of native corps, 
a:« cugn'/itMc by the odicer ai ih-lu-a i of Ibo regiment, who is responsible lor 
their duo oh-Hisuu: ay alt placid under liis oideis. 

2. 't he uadintfSs of the men, when sick, to n-.-urt to a well*regulated hospital, 
will a fluid sulisuiriory pioof of the atiemiun po,uJ Io die patients. On the other 
band, to <m hospital badly managed,or iniiffr-iendv attended to, (he men wilt never 
willingly go. it is not iheusuni ivnupe medicine th it the si pays havu any ubjec* 
tion ; but they are sluemt and ohserv mt, and suon discover wnetlier they are pro* 
per ly treated, and whether I lie surgeon is interested in their recovery. 

3* Any juimle interference vj'the native declare in tlie supply of bazar medicine, 
oil, ban lagcs. arany tiling used in. the hospital, is to,be atrirtly prohibited 

'4. The e^Mhlhdiiiieiits, which are amide, to bo confined to the Uospiial

6, An acquaintance with the llin lonslanee, so necessary for every officer,Mi* 
■ ployed with a native corps, is purticulaily so for the MtrgeoQ ; without it, it tt tm* 

possible fur him to perform ins duty in an efficient or saiNlactory warmer. 

7, A full and ample supply of 'hospital cots, of the prcsciibed size, is tobt.pl* 
jways kepi ready in caniowneots j end when in camp, (he sick ora to be fatMihed 
with a proper quantity of good, dry strew,. -■ 
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STANDING .ORDERS. [*«■**«*,' 

8. Men discharged from hospitallti a weak state should be recommended to be 
esowwil .buy, fur is many days as the surgton may deem advisable; ami at the 
expiration of that time, if not sufficiently ip-oieicd, a further extension is to be 
granted, on the surgeon's recoinurendiitiou. During the time a mau may thus be. 
excused duty, be h '-o he returned i-onvalesivn. 

9. The Musnulnuin or Rrahmin cooks, allowed by the Government for the hick, 
are to be of a description of men approved oi by the sepoys,■“'ami from whoso hands 
they will eat. The Hindoo water earlier should also be a person of the same des¬ 
cription. 

10. Mon sent to tbe hospital, should he accompanied by the orderly havildar, 
and a bote should be sent to tho surgeon, by the officer commanding the company, 
in the following form: —

VI—THE OFFICER OK THE DAY. 

1. Theefficerofthedaybnstbegener.il cliaige of tbe guard, mounted iu the 
corps, and is the person to be applied to, in the lirst in«tince, on any occurence 
in the lines, requiring the presence of an European officer. 

lie will march off the battalion guards in the morning, and visit them in 
the evening, at or before sun-set; and pay particular attention to tbe dress aud 
appearance of the men, aud to their conduct while on duty. H 

3. He will order the native officer uf the day, to visit them at noon and about 
midnight, and to ha'piiitmul.uly I'iirefal to Import an) neglect. 

V, He will visit the hiiipitil, and «ce ih.u the mmi are famished with proper 
cuts ; that the hospital and its immediate vie inly are clean, and lice hum filth 
of any kind. 

5. Oti visiting the ho«piial, he is to pa.* leisurely through it, and to asrer* 
tain by personal luquirv of the men, whcth. i i»n*\ have any muse for complaint 
or ere ill want of any thing. This is an lrnpmi.mi pan of his duty in visiiing tire 
htHfiltl. which is not limited to m.-ri:l\ riding up to it, and ascertaining the num- 
berof sick, from the nob-conimi^iuncl officer on duty. 

A memorandum is to be in'ericd at the font of the officer’s report, stating 
the hour at which the hospital was visited, and that the necessary questions were 
, asked, with the complaints if there be any. 

This officer on no account to quit the lines of his corps, but to be ready, 
at $11 tithe* to receive reports, and to proceed to the line-, whenever his pretence 
m«y be uereasery. In‘alt cases of fire, not only in hi* own lines but in those, of 
■tgrAlfcef’corps, he will invariably proceed to the spot, and will be ready to afford' 
fdMbs assistance in his power, towards the preset vaiiofi of public or private 
property]

VII.—THE SERJEANT MAJOR. 

% * ' • 

|, The Sergeant Major is undar tho immediate order of the Adjutant, whom 
principal awpda^t h*j*» and. to whom atone he is responsible: feet* charged, in a u 
acftftaary degree, with the responsibility which, mats upon that officer, in ail that' 
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relates to the drill, the anamination of men paraded for duty, am! to the discipline, 
generally, of the native n.Ji.'prs ao-l sejwvs, it is throu'li him, that the Adjutant 
generally conveys to the corp*. the verbal and occasional order of the coin* 
mantling officer. 

2. All vc'ibnl orders given through the Serjeant Major nf dm regiment, are 
to he obeyed as pinnipily, as if they were Circulated m t!i« regimental order boolt. 
If any oificer shall appiehend that there w.n n mistake m an order' thus issued, 
he is to bring it tinder the commanding officer's or Adjutant’s notice, that it may 
be corrected ; but lie is not lmn<«‘lf to .“top its execution. On service, it may be 
often necessary to convey to the men, 01 Jew of tlie greatest consequence in this 
manner. 

3. As thin non-pomtni-'.ioncd officer lives in the lines with the men, he 
must rtecussaiily he soonci informed of any irregularities they may commit, th.m any 
other European to the regiment; he “iumlil therefore, lie very aiiunttve to their 
behaviour, and pnrlicuhily so to that of tin* native commissioned .md non-com* 
uii>t>inned officers; and he should nut lad to report any occurrence that may come 
to his notice, calculated to affect the discipline of the corps, 

4. He will parade all guards, and -ue tint thev are clean and dpitned ac¬ 
cording to rirder ; alter guard mounting in the morning, he will attend die drill, 
«tid assist mils superintendence. 

5. lie will al'O attuu 1 dull til the evenin'', whenever 20 files, or upwards, 

of old sepoys aie at dull. ^ 

(i. lie will ui“tru<t the young nou-^Pbmissioned officers in their duty, and 
take opportunities of uxamirnng the older ones, to ascertain whether they ate ac¬ 
quainted with theirs. ■ 

7. He will he careful that men mitered punishment drill, be not permitted 
by the orderly li.ivilddi* m evade the order. 

(1. He should iiiv.mably wear the Uniterm furnished by Government; and 
if permuted to wear a raggy, it should be perfectly plain, with a badge ou the arm 
or shoulder similar tc that furnished by Government. 

f). He ia to be strictly piohibited Iroin receiving presents from the natives of 
the corps, at Christmas, or at any other holiday, 

10. The Serjeant Major is uevei to lie spoken to, harshly, before the men $ 
if, after having been once or twice admonished, lie should not refrom, he is no 
longer fit for the situation. * 


VIII.—THE QUARTER MASTER SERJEANT. 

1. The Quarter Master Serjeant is to assist the Quarter Master, in care of 
the stores ; he is to see that the parade is cleared and clean, and the dags for 
exercise are always ready, and pitched according to orders. 

2. He will go through the lines, once every twenty four bouts, and see that, 
the orders respecting them are duly attended to ; he will, in the first instance, 
point out any deviation from the orders to the orderly havildar.of the company, 
in which it may occur; and if not immediately remedied, he will tepect it to the 
Quarter Master. 

3. As th» non-com missioned officer acts, in some measure, as drill Serjeant, 
tie must take an opportunity of performing these duiiea, at such hours as will net 
interfere with his attendance at dull, 

,A 4. The Quarter Master will never, but in eases of the moet urgent necessity, 
employ him during drill hours; and whenever such necessity occurs, which can 
be out seldomt it a to be intimated to the Adjutant. 

5. The orders respecting dreu,-hid down for the Serjeant Major are equally 
applicable tn the Quarter Master Scrjaaot, as areU as the prohibition of the nsfref 
harsh language to him in presence of the men. 
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IX.—NATIVE COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. - 

1. It it to thin class of officer*, that officers commanding companies must 
lank for correct inform ti ion, re»pfr.'fing the conduct «(ihe men in flier lines. 

2. Tlier are so olu>ri detached i»a <iu'v, with •.m-ill |i:trlios of ilte corps, that 
much of the efficiency of the rogfownt will depend on them. 

3. They should be confined totne duty ol their ianh, in the performance of 
which, they should ien ive the mo-t decided support, and iheirjust aulhouty should 
be uphoMen by the European offiteis as much ns possible. 

4. It i|, however, to be clearly understood by all, lint the native officers are 
as much aubordina'e to the European officer commaiidinc their company, as any 
men in it; and that they aie pav^-aed of no di*tiurl or sepir-ite autltoriiv, which in 
the slightest degree, renders them independent of the officer comiutuidiftg the 
company, 

,6. They should not he permitted to interfere with men, wishing to moke any 
complaint or rtfeietice to their European olfi-vi* ; they liny nut-ompav the men, 
but should not enter into any pn-viou. mvemigaiion ; and it .should be fully exp.iin- 
ed to them, that any .ip dipt, on tiudi p.nt, to suppress-a foiuplcuui, or pieu-nt a 
■epny from going to In* European uilicei, would he con-meied as disobedience of 
orders, and dealt with accordingly. 

6. The piivilcge of. communicating the wishes or n ([ue-t of the men to the 

commanding oilim- , U to lie coiifirmed^to nuiteis connected with their leligiuus 
prejudice* and Cfreinoitie*. mg> 

7. The practice of making the unlive officers the medium of communicating 
orders of Guvermnent to the men is to h- smelly piohiluied. Any (lung to be 
explained to a company, is to be jlw iy* dime by the mfii-er couimauding the 
company, wlm is the channel of expl.in.iium on tiic-c oei ■■^mns. 

. 8: All nice rings of native officeis, and their in-tiiim.ig ,m investigation into 
alleged complaints, or sending lor and ex miming individual*. i* in he strictly pio- 
hiliited. Timsc implicated m aui'h pinreeduigs, are to be bmugiit mimedi.iiely to 
the nolice of die Commandur-in-Chief. 

9. The ii alive olfi er* are <o «.upire**all disoidc-ly cmi'luci, and to report to 
the officer* ol their companies, any discontent* or iriegulariuos lint may come to 
their knowledge. 


X.—-NATIVE OFFICER OF THE DAY. 

,1. The native offi'-er of the day i* to visit the guard* and hospital of the regi- 
menl, un<lrr the order* of die Eumpean officer of the day. 

9. He i- to so through the line* ouck dm mg the day, and about half an hour 
after tattoo-beating, when he will n-pre** all disorderly conduct, and dispense any 
assemblies (if men ; inking care in report paniculaMv tn the European officer, the 
most trifling oecu'renee, in auv wav atF-tnmg the regularity of the corps. 

, 3 . - Slmidd atty mndjng of native officer*, or other*, for the th*cns*uin of matters 
OpaOeOted with their duty as soldier*, take place in, or neyr the lines, he wdi re- 
pOU it immediately to the Euro.-iean officer of the day, with such circumstances 
connected with the meeting, n* lie may be aide t • learn : any neglect of duty* on 
ttfrfcad, will be deemed a disobedience of orders, and dealt with accordingly. m 


* XL—NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. **

. 1, ..NotMWroJWMsionwl officer* rank arcoidinglo the dates tif their,.appointment** 
-Nsicks appointed to act as htivildar*, are to be fattked abuve alt oilier natch*;

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3. It u Hearable that a lance natch be appointed to every company, tfeo duty 
being in general very heavy on the naicks; and thi* appointment would afar bo tbt 
means of liiscoveriu" their fitness for promotion to the permaneut rank# 

■ 4. Nun-cota missioned officers ought to show a good example; to be parlies-* 
lar in the performance of every duty, amart mid clean in their dress, always retch 1 
looting, (hat upon their conduct and soldier-like appearance, much of the credit of 
the eorps will depend. 

5. When on duty, they are not to permit any irregularity, neglect, or deviation 
from orders whatever. 

6. They are to exact, when in the execution of their duty, the promptest obedi¬ 
ence from inferiors, immediately, confining, (when alone on guard or detached,) 
and in other situations, reporting every nun who disputes their orders, or who 
replies to them in a disrespectful manner. 

7. A A’mi-commissioned officer who is found to have connived at any irrogdla- 
-rity or neglect of duty, can never Its considered as trust-worthy ; his further pro-' 
motion should, therefore, be stopped, and such other notice taken of the neglect, 
as the nature of the rase may seem to require. 

ti. Noo-comniUsioiied officers, though not on duty, are to check irregularities 
and neglects which are prejudicial to good order anJ discipline, and to be purlieu* 
hirly careful not to permit auy assemblies of men, in or near tho lines, at unsea¬ 
sonable hours, or for the discussion of any points connected with the service ; and 
should any irregularity of this description, or disconteut of any kind, coma to their 
knowledge, they are to report it without lfa of time, to the officer commanding 
their company. 

9. In whatever company or portion of the corps, the discontent may show 
itself, on its coming to the knowledge of a non-commissioned officer, he is to re¬ 
port it immediately.* 

10. The havildara at the hoad of sections, have a very favourable opportunity 
of evincing their fitness tor furt'ior advancement: no man, who may tie found 
indifferent to his duty, in this, or in any other nuk, should ever be promoted. 
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XII.—P^kY HAVII.DARS. 

1. The pay haviMars are to assist the officers of companies, in keeping the 
pay accouuts; to take charge of the spare arms and accoutrements, or other stores 
of the company, and to keep them in good order- 

2.. They are to take regimental duty, but not to be sent on general duties, or 
on command, unlaw it be with their companies. 

3. They should not be put on gaard a day or two before or after muster, at 6lt 
payday, or the day after* 

4. The appointment of pay havildar is not confined to htvildirs or tiafekt', 
although they should be preferredMrhen perfectly competent. But the domination 
rests with (lie officer commanding w company, who is responsible Air the tr*?af 
the men, and for the correctness of the accounts; and whose interest, as vMt 4$

6. The appointment of a pay havilJar is to be notified in regimental orders, 
and lie is not to be removed by an officer who has the occasional ahd temporary 
charge of a company, without the sanction of the commanding olficcr. 

6. The pay havildarwill take care tlut the arms are regularly marked, and he 
will keep a roll of the company, showing what number has been allotted to each 
man in it. 

7. The arms and accoutrements of the different companies, are to be marked 
witha distinguishing letter: \, for the j»t grenadiers, 11, for the 1st or light com¬ 
pany, C, for the 2d company, and U, E, ¥, G, 11,1, and K, for the other seven 
companies. 

8. Every set of arms and accoutrements is to be marked with a number (1, ‘2, 
3, ficc.)iu addition to the letter. The practice of mat king the unities of men upon 
their arms and appointments will thus be rendered unnecessary, and is to be pro¬ 
hibited. 


XIII.—ORDERLY HAY ILDARS. 


1. These men to be on duty for a week. 

2. They will call the roll of their companies at the parades, and report the 
names of all absentees. 

3. They will also tell off their companies, sub-divisions, sections, double files 
and threes, taking care that every man knows his place and duty; they will then 
examine the druss of the men, with their arms and accoutrements, and see that 
every thing is according to order; after which, the company is to Ire repoiled to the 
senior native officer present, who will immediately make his report to me European 
officer ; should die latter not be on the parade, the native officer will pioceed to 
examine the men, and ascertain that they are properly told oil ; this is never to be 
omitted, whether the men parade for exercise or not. 

4. The ordeily liavildars will parade all men furnished for guards or oilier 
duties by their reflective compnuiea, and march tU«ir details to the par tdc, deli¬ 
vering them over to the Serjeant Major, or the Ilaviluar Major. They will be par¬ 
ticularly careful that every man » clean, the flints properly fixed, and the ammu¬ 
nition according to order ; any deficiency in this respect, is to be reported at the 
time of delivering the men to the Serjeant Major. 

6, They wilt prepare the daily leportsot their companies for the Adjutant, 
and for their companies. They will keep the roster of the men and non-commis¬ 
sioned officers j attend to the arms, accoutrements and stores, lodged in the bell 
of arms, and prevent the arms or accoutrements being kept in the huts of the 
IMS. . 

6. They will attend to the streets of their companies, and report any inattention 
to the orders in force, to their Captains. 

7, They are to take all sick men to the hospital, and on their admission, 
-report to timoffieoc commanding their company : this they will also do, whan a 
■< igimia discharged. 


Xiy.-TIIE HOSPITAL ORDERLY. 

':T. The hospital orderly is to be a hsvildar, and to be relieved weekly'; ne£ 
tifftco and irregularities of the worst description, will lie the certain eowcquvncm 
of permitting a pen-commissioned officer to he on this duty permanency. 

/ i. ti will be .the duty of this non-commissioned officer to attend generally, 
to the sick j and to see that none quit the hospital but such as have the surgeon’s 
femeurieiof. '■ ■’ * 

> 3, He will also take care that the hospital attendants an present, sod toady 
to afford their assistance to the men in hospital. s ‘ 
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4. Me will strictly attend to all orders ha may receive from the furgeoft; 
report lo the visiting officer the number uf men in the hospital, and any circum- 
stnncev connected with the condition of the sick, winch may appear to require 
fhe notice of the commanding officer. ■ 


XV.— DRUMMERS AND FIFKRS. 

The drummers and fife ns, when on general duty, must necessarily bo under this 
officer commanding ; but when oir duly, they are immediately uudeathe otdera 
aud authority of the drum or fife major, whichever may be senior. 


XVI.—PROMOTIONS. 

1. The numerous and important duties which fall to the native commissioned 
and non-coinmis'uoned officer?, owing to the small number of European officers 
usually present with a native corps, rendered it indispensable to the efficiency of 
the native army, that none be advanced to these situations, but men who nre in 
every respect qualified for them by superior intelligence, respectability of cha» 
Tucier, and uniformly good conduct. Readiness in meeting the calls of the ser¬ 
vice, is to be comUidered as constituting, in itxelf. a strong claim to promotion^- 
nor can it be too early impressed on tho young and aspiring soldier, that he may, 
with confidence, rely on his own exertions for tho notice of his officer, and for 
advancement in the service. 

12. In intimating the comparative merit of native commissioned, non-com* 
missioned officers and privates, who may bo candidates for advaucemeut, 
reference is to be made to the character books. 

3. When two men appear to be of equal merit, should one of them have 
distinguished liimselt in the fi«sld, and the other have had no opportunity of 
doing so. the one who has thus distinguished himself, is to be preferred. 

4. When two men appear to be ecpiaf in point of merit and field service, the 
oldest soldier or senior olh> cr* is to have the preference. 

5. No non-commi&uuncd officer, who ia negligent in the execution of his 

duty, or who is found unequal to his situation, is to be recommended for 1 pro¬ 
motion to higher rank. * 

6. A lance uai'::;, who during his period of trial, does not give satisfac¬ 
tion, should not be recommended fur promotion to tho rank of naick ; and if 
guilty of any neglect of duty, he should be at once reduced. 

7. Although the native soldiers are strangers to intoxication from > ferment* 
ed liquoib, stupefaction from opium or bang, is not common among them. 
Any man addicted to habits, leading to this stale of mental torpor or imbecility, 
is to lie considered disqualified for promotion. 

B. In some regiments, the recommendation of officers commanding com¬ 
panies for promotion to the rank of liavildar and naick, is not sufficiently at¬ 
tended to. It is of importance, that the ofreer, who has the best means «f 
knowing the merit of the men should- be entrusted with some means of reward¬ 
ing it- 'fhe officer commanding the company, is to be considered responsible 
(bribe fitness of the individual recommended : bis recommendation is to lie regis¬ 
tered, aud is to be attended to. When the officer commanding the regiment on 
HTull inquiry, shall not approve of the man recommended, he will return the recom¬ 
mendatory roll to the officer eommanding the company, with directions to make 
another selection- 

9, Whe*n a v.'irmiry occurs in the rank of havitdar, the commanding officer 
will select a naick (^replace him from the general list, referring, before he decides 
on the promotion, to tl,c officers commanding companies, for the chancier of. the 
individual. 

10. Vacancies in the rank of oaick.are to be filled up from the most deceiving 
sepoys, at the recommendation of officers commanding the companies in which* 
they respectively occur. But where two vacancies occur iu the same company 
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wifoja two months, the commanding officer will take the opportunity of calling for 
r^lis from othercoinpaqies, and wjll select some deserving roan, who has been 
backward in his promotion, for.ope of thu vacanru-t-. 

11. When any companies are dutached from the regiment, and employed on* 
actual service, all the vacancies which may occur wlule they are thus detached, are 
to butiledup by promotions ih the companiesm which they occur ; and they are, 
at the same time, not to be overlooked in any promotions whic h may be made in the 
regiment. 


XVII.—REDRESS OF GRIEVANCES. 

1. When a non-commissioned officer or soldier, thinks he has cause of 

complaint,' be will make his representation in a respectful manner, through the 
officer commanding his company ; and although, on inquiry, the complaint 
may prove to be groundless, provided it be not also malicious, he is not to be 
rpbuked for llio mistake he has committed. Should the complaint be well 
fc ' *. take place in redressing * L : 0 :' ■- 1 ~ f 

2. Soldiers who have any representation to make, are to tike an oppor¬ 
tunity of making it when they are not on duty ; but any man who mnrr irs, ( 
or even speaks An parade, or at drill, unless it be in answer to a question 
put to him by a superior officer, shall be liable to punishment. 

3. If any sepoy or drummer considering himself ill-treated by a non-com¬ 
missioned officer, shall, in return, make u*e of tin evening or provoking words or 
actions, or abusive language, instead of taking the proper means for obtaining 
redress, he shall ba liable to punishment for this breach of detiplinc, although, 
on inquiry, it may appear that thu non-commhsionnd officer’s conduct was 
reprehensible, in the first instance. This rule is to apply in all disputes between 
any non-commisuqaed officer and another of higher rank. 


XVIII,—DISCHARGES. 

r 

1. Every native soldier, after three years* of service, is entitled to his 
discharge iq timp of peace, if his company is not ten men short of its complement! 
on making application for it through the presented channel. 

2. The greatest attcuiioni* to be p ud to-til auplicafions for discharge ; and no 
ma<L who shall have completed his contracted period of service, is ever to be 
refused, excepting while employed on service, or in the case of expected service, as 
Hereafter specified. 

3. Applications for discharges, are, in the first instance, to be made to the 
European officer commanding the company, to which the person applying belongs. 

4. The application is to be reported to thu commanding officer of "the regiment, 
who, in the case of commissioned officers, will transmit it to the Adjutant-Gone- 
rad j pod in ease of non-commissioned officers and privates, will either grant 
the discharge immediately, if the occasion appear to be urgent, or dj>r until 
the «spk«Uoa *f two months, from the date of the application. 

, 5, tf the corps be on service, or if there be the expectation of service, he will 
tsgect the appfcaUon altogether. 

$, The power of commanding officers to dismiss sepoys, unfit Car the service 
if tpofined u> ilia casus ol men, who from bodily defects, sickness, or Occident, are 
in payable of performing the duties of e soldier, and who are not entitled to the benefit, 
efthe invalid establishment. In all such cases, the surgeon is to bear testimony ' 
by signaljJWP to the discharge, to the unfitness of the individual for performing the . 
duty of a soldier, cwitmeuding officers may also dismiss, without nl'erence, recreate 
who, frqip awkwardness at tlie drill, are obviously unlikely to heroine smart soldier*. 

7. In all other cases of unfitness for the service, or when the commanding 
sftcet iedtoitou* to have a sepoy discharged, application must be made for the v 
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sanction of the Commander-in-Chief. The application to the Adjutant General, i» 
to be accompanied by the original proceedings of any Court .Martial, or Coartof 
inquiry, which m.iy have been held ou the occasion, ami by a mi auto descriptive 
roll of the sepoy. 

8. All native soldiers convicted of the crime of tlioft before a Court IVIartial 
or a Magistrate, tiny bo discharged the service without a reference to Head-Quar* 
tors, such persons being considered a disgrace to the military profession. 

9. Native soldiers, to whom corporal punishment is awarded by the sentence 
of a regimental detachment og Brigade Court Mattial, are to be disc bulged the ser¬ 
vice, if the General or Officer commanding the division shall think proper to 
order the punishment to be lnflir^d. 

10. When sepoys obtain their discharge, they are entitled to every article of 
dre-ts, and the ornaments appertaining to it, except the coat and pantaloons, due 
for the two years preceding the 1st of January of the current year.* Their caps, 
breast-plates, and gr. at-eoats, should be purchased by the Quarter blaster, and 
served out to recruits. 

11. Cuinmanding Officers arc* authorized to discharge drummers and lifers re* 
reived from the Orphan .School, on their application, and without icferencs to any 
particular period ol service, provided that they bo saii-fied, that the object of the 
application is likely to prove beneficial to the individual. They am not to be dis¬ 
charged as a punishment, except when they may appear incorrigible. 

12. In all oilmr re-ipecu, tha rules for the discharge of drummers and f)fetA,aro 
the same as those for sepoys.

any intervals between them, the ranks open, and the havildara with pikes carried*

guards, are to lie formed about forty paces in frout of the centre, in two ranks, fa¬ 
cing the line, where they am to receive the old parole, and such orders as uiay be

As soon as the inspection is over, the officers and non-commissioned officers 
return in their posts, nud the Adjutant will go down the line, and receive the re¬ 
port oleach guard. 

The commanding officer will then order

and the guards will lie marched past by divisions. ' 

2. Whenever an officer, senior to iho officer on duty, may be on parade, the 
guards will march by, and salute him ; the senior officer on duty taking post, and 
marching past at their head. 


XX.— CONDUCT OF GUARDS AND SENTRIES. 

1. The conduct of the guards and sentries of a regiment, with their appearance 
in point of dress, will always indicate the statu of the corps, as to discipline and inte¬ 
rior economy. 

2. The native commissioned and non-commissioned officers, when on guard, 
must therefore pay the greatest attention to the conduct of their men, and carefully 
examine the dress of every relief, before inarching it fiom the guard-room. 

3. Guards relieved daily, should never take oiF their accountrements, except for 
tbft purpose of cooking j and one-half of the guard only is to be permitted to be ab¬ 
et^ for this purpose, at the same time. 

.4* From the 22def March to the 23d of October, all guards lodge their arm*,- 
between the hqursot ft in the morning and 5 in the afternoon; and from the 22d of 
October to the 24dof illartb, they lodgw their arms between the hours of 10 h& 
the morning and 4 in the afternoon. Between these hours, they do not turn oitt 
to aiiy perehn tea compliment, unless especially ordered. 

5 The officer commanding tbu guard, and the next senior to him, are never to 
be absent together ; every man is to be present when the arms are taken up in the 
afternoon ; and no one is to quit the guard after sun-set, except on some very sq 
gent occasion, when it is expected, the absence will be as short as possible. > 
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6. AH guards are to bB rwrfj to tarn oat-and stand to their inn, dating the 
night. Guards relived deity, are ex peeled to be reedy to do this in the day time. 

7. The reliefs of sentries aie to be always marc lied off by an H ■com missioned 
officer, who wi|l lie held responsible, tint lUo orders are explained to uvery man 
and understood by^iim, before be is posted. 

ff. It is the duly of at! guards to proieq}, as far as may be in their Power, the 
stores and property bfel^iging to Government, although nut actually delivered to > 
their charge. , 

9. Sentries are tracer to put down their arras ; they arc, on no account to enter 
into convorsjtlbn with passengers or others, or to walk about in a sauntering 
lounging manner; thuir apace should be the usual quick step. 

10. When wn^oW'hr appiiMch^ a sentinel, lie is to stand sternly, facing to ius 
' proper frontand will pre-ejd aims to a fmM officer, or officei of superior rank, 
when hepas«cs in l(p»Uof him. - if lie pass in rear, the sentinel will neither face 
about, iior'picsent amis. 

11. After sun-set, guards do not turn out as a matter of compliment; but son- 
jintls will stand"teady, with ('.irii<-d anus, and Facing to their pinptr front, when 
officers irj uniform approach their post until the evening is so far advanced, that 
they begin to challenge. 

12. They arc to enforce firmly the orders given to thorn, without distinction of 
persons ; the ^lightrjt deviation bom this injunction, wilt subject them to severe 
punishment. If opposed or resisted, they will call lira guard, or should the occa- 
tioqbc uigcut, use their arms, 

13. The orders fin c.K’li particular guard, and the rules respecting the honors 

and compliments to he p.ral to officers of different ranks, and to parties, under 
arms, ate to be iwii'on in the IJehnajme and 1’ctaian characters, and hung up 
in the guard mum. Tlra duties of sentries are to be also fully detailed in tho 
same manner ; and .illhoudnhe rommbdonml or non-rnrumUsioncd officeis on 
guard, may be unable to read, they will, it, must cases, fhtd soinu men of tlra guard 
capable of doing it. ^ 

14. All guards are to be furnUfied with. a lamp during the night, particularly 
guards entrusted with the charge of prisoners. 

15. Sentries from guards or picquels are never to challenge, hut when they see 
or hear some one approaching their po*t. The calling out, as is often practised, 
merely because they beat another sentry challenge, is uninilitary, and should be 
strictly prohibited. 

16. When any one approaches their post at night, they arc to face toward* 
him, to stand firm in a state of preparation, with jvrted arms, ull they have asrer* 
tained who is coming. 

17. Guards and picquets are always to fall in the order in which they were 
marched off from the regimental parade. 

U, The slightest neglect, on the pari of a sentry, should be severely punished; 
It should be clearly understood, that negligence in the performance of this doty/ 

* Aould never be overlooked. All tlra guards and sentries of a regiment should be 
pccasionaliy visited at night by an European officer, who will report in writing* 
whether lie found them alert and vigilant. 

- ]9. All gnards or escorts, from winch more than one sentry will he requited, 
and having but One nou-rommiseioned officer, are to have a lance mirk attach¬ 
ed to them, who will hake, in turn with the havitdar, tho duty of relieving the 
.sentries. ' *■ 
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20. Sentries are in the bahit, particularly in the cold weather, of wrapping up 
their heads in cloth; this practise is to be strictly prohibited. 


XXL—SKELETON DRILL INSTRUCTIONS OF NQN-COMMIS- 

SIGNED OFFICERS. 

1. A regular system of instruction is to be established and persevered in. 

2. As many of tbe non •Commissioned officers of all ranks, as oan he con- 
' veniently assembled, should be paiac.ed two or three times a week, and instructed 

by the Serjeant Major, under the superintendence of the Adjutant, in taking up 
distance*; covering, am! giving alignments on distant points. At these drills it 
mast be, ascertained that the distance otdoed, is coirectly taken ; if it be not, the 
error is to be clearly pointed out, and corrected. 

9, Tilts duties ot the coveicrs, in the different changes of position f6r a bat- 
talion, a&laid down in the regulations for the field exercise of the aiiny, should 
also be carefully explained, and every noiwummiasioned officer occasionally 
examined, that it may be ascertained whether he is acquainted with the duty re¬ 
quired el him.. 


XXII.—CLOTHING. 

1. It is desirable, that every man should have two coats, and this, a little atten¬ 
tion will effect. 

2. The old coat is to be worn on fagging dune-*, such as commands, gnards in 
the wet weather, aud night guards ; the >ucon l emit might always be dispensed' 

' with on marolimg at a relief, if tbo corps moved near the period when fresh 
clothing was due. 

3. The extra coat should never ba conjijjered an incumbrance, as it enables a 
corps to parade smartly dressed, on occasion', on which more tlun ordinary atten¬ 
tion is paid to appearance ; and it would never require more than two hackeries to 
transport the coats of the whole, the expense of wluck, even if borne by the officeis, 

‘ would bo tntiiug. 

4. To ensure, as far as possible, the coats being made up to lit the men, every 
company should furnish the Quarter Master with an indent, detailing the number 
of coats, of the different siies required; this can always be ascertained with the 
gteajlvst exactness iu a company. From the company indents, the Quarter Master 
will prepare a general one, for the regiment. 

6. Officer.- commanding companies will keep a roll of their men, with the 
size coats required for each man, specified opposite his name. 

(j. On the receipt of the clothing, the committee will carefully examiue it and 
will ascertain whether it exactly corresponds with the indent; should it not cor¬ 
respond with the indent, or should it be, in other respects, objectionable, a copy of 
the survey report is to be transmitted to Head-Quarters. 

7, , On tho-Ueue. of clothing, a receipt for the number of cotta, specifying'the 

stint'required for each company, is to be sent to the Quarter Masters, who will 
serve out the coats in conformity with it; tend the roll already referred to, will • 
ensure their being given to tbe proper men. * 

AC Hie woollen trowaera are to m indented for and served oat, in the manner 
above directed. ' ■ * 

j§. Many men are in the habit of sleepin* in the cold weather, when off doty, 
in their Coau and pantaloons, a practice which is to he Strictly prolribhed. ' * 

10. A* soon as the white clothing n in use, the best coat* and pantaloons in . 
wear; are <4 be neatly parted and lodged in the bell* Of urtts. This precaution, 
.will secure them from lira, and the pay havtldar should see them opened and aired* 
•Weuicpceu month in the dry reaadb, and every week in the tret reason. 
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XXUI.-H ALFMOUNTING. 

i U Commanding officers will consider it their duty to sen, that the sepoyf add 
recruit* are provided* with the necessary articles of half-mounting; through Jig* 
agency of the Quarter-Master of the regiment, at th« cheapest possible rate, of food 
materials and workmanship, and that no more than the actual amount of the Cost 
and charges be deducted from them. , 

2. Stoppages for half-monnting, are to be made under the authority of regi¬ 
mental orders, nod the amount stopped, is to be inserted ill tho acquittance roil of 
companies. 

3, Officers commanding companies wilt inform the Quarter Master, by letter, 
of the amount of monthly deposits with the' pay master, on account of half* 
mounting^ 

. 4. When a regiment is recruiting, the Adjutant on the 1st of every month, will 
furnish'the Quarter Master with a memorandum of the number of recruits received, 
during the preceding month, to enable him to prepare the ha}f*mountiag required. 

5. Whenever turbans, great coats, breast-plates, or knapsacks are required, 
the necessary application is to be made for the Commander-in-Chiefs sanction 
through the General officer commanding the division. 

6. All articles of half-mounting are to be surveyed by a regimental commit* 
tee, previously to being served out; and proceedings of the committee are to ho 
transmitted to the Adjutant General. 

7. Any sepoy who shall neglect to keep up his half-mounting, is to bo put un¬ 
der stoppages in regimenul orders, uot exceeding 2 rupees a month whdn station¬ 
ary, and l rupee when marching, and will be supplied by the Quarter-Master with 
the articles required. 

8. Officers commanding corps are held personally rcsopn-ible for tiro dpe ap¬ 
propriation of advances on account of half-mounting; and limy will also consider 
it their duty to ascertain, that attention is paid to the preservation of the hui plus 
articles of half-mounting, remaining in store. 


XXIV.—PETTY STORES AND FORGE ESTABLISHMENT-

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4, A' *t «* of importauce^thal the men should, on nil occasions of actual ser¬ 
vice, march as light as possible, the rarriago for the great coils being provide! for 
except in cases of emergency, Ilia only artie’e* they -.hnuld be permitted to take,In 
excess to those in the knapsacks, ire a dotes and an onga, with 3 seers of pots, 
amo>Kit : nt; altogether (o 4 seers pi-r man. 

5. Tin* will enable every company of 00 men, to march with 5 bullocks, or 3 
camels. A few spare camels fc> the regiment, and one bullock per company, are 
la be allowed s*i Hiail: »g, io re-place tho j r that may Hfe injured, or knocked up. 

6, The officers an* io he pirw-ularly careful to prevent the cattle being over¬ 
loaded ; any man alternating to lake more than the prescribed quantity of baggage 
should be punished. Without constant attention, on the part of European officers, 
this order will be fudainlv evaded. 

7. A sepoy is to be ailowed with the baggage of each company, while march¬ 
ing with a Don-commissioned officer to superintend the whole : these men are to 
lfa relieved weekly. 

, 8. The Gsnsrof is to he the signal for striking the tents, and loading the bag¬ 
gage i end fall time should be allowed for this, before the men are ordered to fall in.

XXVIHi—RELIEFS AND DETACHMENTS. 

I. Corse ordered to move et relief, will expend their annual practice 
twn, or make it over to the relieving corps, as circumstances will admit. 

3. M;nute and particular surveys should be made of all public buildings, ft 
every sruethto Where troops are relieved. 

3- Commanding officers of posts and detachments, will take the .most ef- 
wctnai measures for the protection of all building*, public and private, as well» 
Uw him of the men, during the progress of the relief; «o that the relieving Cofps 
»*y derive the full benefit of whatever huta and shelter may be left by ilia relieved 

>> 

. u . C whlc !\ »» o«i«red to move, are fnrnished with routes from the Qoar- 
ter Master General a dapanmen t, or by the tuff of the division; end smaller do- 
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tachments should always, if possible, be furnished with t route, fixing theatagoa at 
which they are to encamp, amt the halts they are to make. This route it uot to be 
devistetl from without some urgent cause. 

5. Whenever a detachment of troops, or single corps, may be ordered to pro* 
cecd by lan-l through any part of the Company's territories, the commanding 
officer of such detachment or corps, is required to give the earliest practicable 
info?(nation to the Collectors of the Revenue of the ZilUhs through which the 
troops are to pass, of the period of their arrival within such districts respectively, 
with a list of the place* at which they will encamp each day, and the specification 
of the supplier which will be required. The number of maunds of fire-wood 
which will be requited for the use of the whole detachment. Including the officer! 
ami the camp followers, should be ascertained as exactly as possible, and noticed 
in tliu communication. When a detachment moves by water, information of ilia 
date, when it will enter a Collector's district, and of the places where supplies will 
be required, should also be given to him as accurately as may be possible. 

6. The commanding officer will likewise notify to the Collectors, the probable 
perio I of the arrival of the troops at the rivers or nullahs intersecting their march, 
where boxis or temporary bridges may be necessary for crossing the troops, and 
the baggage attached to them. 

7. The commanding officers will, at the same time, communicate to the Magia> 
trates of die Zdl iha, thiough which the troops are to pass, the probable time of 
a< rival of the tumps within their respective jurisdictions, and specify the places at 
which they will encamp daily. 

0. Orders hive been given by the Government, that o& receiving the notifica¬ 
tion ahnvempolioued, the Collector shall issue the necessary orders, to all persona 
throughout his district, for furnishing the troops with such supplies at they may 
require, and for tin: providing of boats, fur crossing nullahs, that tin impedimenta 
m»iv cause delay in (he prosecution of the inarch. A respectable native officer 
will be deputed by the Collector, in accompany the troop* through hi* district, for 
the purpose of aiding in the. furnishing of supplies, and of facilitating the march of 
the froups, by furnishing theiq with such assistance in cattle anil hackeries, as 
may be absolutely oeressaiy, to enable them to prosecute their route.* 

9. It will generally be found to be attended with much convenience, if an intel¬ 
ligent non-com missioned officer, or to old sepoy, according to the strength of the 
detachment, is *ent forward the day before, to aee that the supplies are ready for 
the troops when they arrive. 

10. AH supplies. lutnished to the troops, including earthen pots and firewood, 
are to be paid for by the persons using them, and commanding officer* are held 
responsible for the observance of this order, and are enjoined to make immediate in¬ 
quiry into all complaints preferred against any person under their command. 

It. Whenever a detachment of troop*, or a single corps, shall be provided 
with boats, or temporary bridges, under the orders of the Collector, for the purpose 
of crossing tha troops and baggage, the person providing them is lube furnished 
with a certificate, specifying the number of boats and persons employed, the bur¬ 
den of each boat, and how lobg they were employed. When temporary bridges 
are constructed, their dimensions, and the Ddfitertals of which they are made, or to 
be mated in the certificate. 

12. ■ The certificate above'specified, will be forwarded by the person to whom 
“if is granted, to the Collector, with hi* statement of the expense he ha* incurred, 
who ha* been directed to tiansmit it without delay to the officer commanding the 
detachment, on whose account the expense was incurred. The commanding offi¬ 
cer will state generally thereon whether the services charged were performed, and 
offer any objections he may have to the chargee-1

15. Off )-cm proceeding bv water with detachments of tioops, or in charge of 
stores, requiring asKtiuanfc, will mike the necessary application to the Magistrate 
or Collector ot the district; or, in -iMiaiiuni remote from the resilience of the prin¬ 
cipal civil authority, to the subordinate native officer* : all such applications for 
men, or supplies ol -my kind, are to be. accompained with the amount of the hire of 
the dandies or coolies, or the value of the articles required. 

16. Officers fomui iiidiiig detachment*, are to consider themselves respon¬ 
sible for tlnreunduct ol ail di'we nndei their command, and they must bo careful, 
that the snldtera or followers do not straggle from the line. 

17. They are axperl-'d to use all the means in their power, to prevent 
oppression or any ju i .inminU of I'omplaint, for the inhabitants of the districts, 
through which Hu ii <ii al n nts may pa»s ; and although it is the duty of every 
officer in preseise ofdei and discipline among the troops in all siiuaiions, jot an 
attention to these essential pc-itiU heroines moic particularly necessary on a inarch, 
since any esco-se* enn. iiiiii-l by tin: men, inu«i 'iccc—anly tend to excite ahum 
among ihn tnli.ibiiani-, nwl couscrjutnily cause difficulty in procuring supplies, 

18. (Officers com iiauding detjiihiiicnt-) or mips, marching from oni station 
fd iho'her, arc to lepftrt to (he Auditor (Jeuci.il, the ‘day they commence their 
march, and ilm date on which they auive at the place of their destination. 

If) A repmt of ‘lie match of all corps or detachments, is. to be made to the 
Quarter Maxtor General of the army. 

SO. Officers comm,Hiding detachments, who may experience delay or 
difficulty, from the stale of the roads, or the want of boats or ferries, or the want 
of supplies, thoutd report the circumstance* to the officer, under whose orders they 
were diUched, that he may bring tbe subject under the notice of htghei authority. 

21. All ciffici rs commanding corps and detachments, are to report the date 
of commencing their march, and to coniinue to ivpoit their progress weekly, to the 
officer commanding the division, disliici garrison, or field force, to which 
thev are ordered to proceed. 

$2. Weekly reports, of progress with present states, are also to be for¬ 
warded in tho Adjutant General of the army. 

24. In *11 these reports of progress, the officers should be careful to mark 
distinctly, the po-itiou of their detachments, at the time of making their report and 
if they are encamped at some obacure village, they will add its distance from a’well 
known town or city, in (he neighbourhood. 

24. Officers commanding corps or detachment-, who have to pass through 
a cantonment on their inarch, am to apply in the regular manner, through the 
staff Officer of the post for permission to enter it; and ihe officer commandine 
(he detachments. Is to wait on ihe officer commanding ihe cantonment Tif his 
senior,) with a present • ale of the detach mem, as soon a* practicable after his 
arrival. .

2«. As the character of a corps depends greatly on the appearance and 
behaviour of ns detachment*, the officers should he particular tu mum- their 
men to * pr *»r rteao, ami property dressed. ■* . 

W l*trt«c-» marching under native Commissioned and noncommissioned 
o«csm, ate mien p«iuntied by them to move in an un^ldicr.ltke warmer, the iucq 
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strangling along the road, improperly dressed. On this head, officer* commanding 
regiments will give such dircciionv, to every officer proceeding fin charge of a 
detachment, as mav appear suitable to the occasion, and calculated to prevent a 
practice at variance with good order and discipline. 


XXIX.—TREASURE ESCORTS. 

1. Officers proceeding in charge of treasure, cannot be ton cautions end 
lijjilant: they should see their seoirips posted, and ascertain that every tnan Un¬ 
der'lands the duly he is placed on, and the orders he has received. 

2. Not more than a third of the party should ever lie absent during tho day, and 
every man should he present before sun-set. 

II. The arms should be examined every evening to ascertain that the flints are 
■properly fixed, ;utd in good onler, and all the loaded xnusquests should be fresh 
primed. 

4. The sentries should always bn posted within sight of each other ; and at 
night, near enough clearly to distinguish any man who might attempt to para 
between them. 

. 5. The musqnrM of the sentries, and those of not loss than one>lhird of the 
party, should be alwavs loaded. 

f>. The arms should bo grounded, not piled : and at night, the men should lie 
down in their ranks with their accoutrements on, and be ready to act at the shortest 
notice. 

7. The European officers, or at least one of them, will be with the men. 

ft. The canines should be visited every half hour by ajmative com missioned 
or non-commissioned officer, and two or three times during the night by an 
European officer. 

0. In camping the party, care should be taken to occupy a clear spot, free 
from brushwood, cultivation, old buildings orruihed walls, which are calculated to 
affotd rover (o any party, wishing to make an attempt on the treasnre, and may 
enable it to approach unobserved: there be :, ig little to apprehend on ordinary occa¬ 
sions, from an open attack : the dcs.er the spot, on which the party encamps, the 
safer it may he considered. Officers will recollect, that the slightest neglect, or 
want of vigilance on the part of the'escort, is likely to produce an attempt to carry 
off the whole, or part of the treasure. 


XXX.—GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 

1. The men are fo be brought (o conduct themselves on all occasions, and in all 
situations in an orderly soldier-like manner, to avoid riotous assemblages, nod to 
be particularly careful not to offer violeoce to the inhabitants of tba country, 

2. Should any person, not in the military service, ill-treat, abuse, or insult a 
sepoy, the latter is not to take the law. into lit* own hands, and chastise the 
individual himself ; he will ascertain who the offender is aqd where be resides, and 
will then report the ill-treatment he has received to ho officer, who, through the 
medium of the officer commanding lire regiment, will endeavour to prorure re¬ 
dress for the injury, by means of the eivil authoMties ; should the ved rase solicited 

_npt.be afforded, a report of the whole of the circumstances is to be made, for tho 
Information of the higlie'<t military authority. 

3. Many sepoys are in the'habit of wearing their costs or turbans, with no 

other part of the dress of a soldier, this practice into be prohibited, and themes 
should distinctly understand, that they are to wear the dress of a soldier, or to 
appear in their n Hive dress. - An exception may be permitted on a march, whop-, 
the men resoit to the regimental bazar, for the purchase of provision* . <. 

4. When marching, they are inihe habit of wrapping themselves up ie eoltfcn 
cloths, particularly about tlw ears and head; a practice so obviously untmlilary, end 
so likely to be productive of serious consequences, is to be strictly prohibited.

All instruction-received from Head Qjailer*, or from a supeiior officer, should 
he acknowledged by a letter, mentioning the date and the subject, in a summary 
mauLer.

2. Such officers as are prevented by indisposition born waiting upon the com* 
mauding officer, will repoit their arrival in writing, t »r Ins information, to the Major 
of Brigade or staff offi -er of the station, staling whet?-r they are on leave of 
absence, on sick cm'iScale, on duty, &c., the auih.mty under which they are come 
to the station, and the period they intend to remain, 

3. It is also the duty of offir> is pushing a intlimry station, to call at the Brigade 
Office, (or olher public staff uffice of the post.) that they may learn, if any gene* 
rai orders luva been issued which affect thuin : and if they remain any time on 
leave at a -station, they ought to do this from time to lime, to see the general

\ .Surgeou|nbencralHospiul,oi Superintendent-Surgeon, who has been in that 
llition not less than twenty years, including three years for om furlough, as tbow, 
is permitted to Tetire from the service, and allowed £300 per annum. 

All other Surgeon? and Assistant-Surgeons attached to the military .are permitted 
to retire from the service oa the pay oi'ilwir task, after having served seventeen 
yours in India.

decision on his case shall he made known to you. I 1 pun every such orca«i>ui you 
will furnish us with the requisite information with the least practicable rh-lay. 

3. This ragulaticn is not to he applied ietrosperiively to the period which 
Brigadiers may have served as such poor to its announcement in general order. ; 
but wears of opinion, that for every two years ivluch they may then have server! 
as Brigadiers, they should be considered as having served one year towards the 
completion of theft tour under the new regulation."

The shell jacket is always to be hooked or buttoned when worn on duty. When 
nwd ■« an undress, on occasions not connected with duty, it may be left open 

A white linen uniform jacket, with ten small regimental buttons, set on by twos 
» front and two on the collar, may be worn wheu the men arc permitted by proper 
authority to wear their white .Ires*, but ibis indulgence is restricted to ordinary 
duties and parades, and to private parlies. , 

Ensigns, until finally posted, ere only to be required to provide themselves with 
the undress uniform of the regiment with winch they may be dome dui v. 

At the presidency officers are expected to we*, t!, e undress red jacket, or blue 
frock coat, and military cap, whenever they appear abroad or go out lor a moru- 
i ng or evening s i we. * 

In military cantonments, during the months in which officer* are allowed to 
wear white Imcq jackets, at their regimental parades, they are also permitted to 
wear them in their morning or evening rules, or at visits not of ceremony.

1. The objectionable privilege of taking horses from the ri>ik*, whether by 
officers of mounted corps or by any other individuals whosoever, it, no longer al¬ 
lowed, and in future officers'chargers are to be selected from teiiiount horses only, 
or by purchase in the market, 

2 .\ Every regimental officer of the horse artillery or cavahy, on first joining hie 
corps., fcron rejoining from furlough or from staff employ, will be permitted to 
select two horses for chargers from the remount* of the regime'll then available, or 
4hu*e that may be next received, and the medical officer*. Veterinary Surgeon, and 
Riding Master of such corps, when permanently attached, may each select one 
horse of the same description, on the teim-r licreinafte* specified. 

3. Yl hen two or more regimental officers are to select at the same time, tho 
•senior is to liave the first choice, but in tut not be permitted to choose a second 
horse, till his junior or juniors shall each have chosen one.

Soldiers enlisted since the 1st March, 1333, who are in the enjoyment oflw 0 
or three rings, and of the good conduct pay, may obtain permanent pension as an 
Indulgence, at the rate fixed in the warrant of 7th Keomaty, 1333, two years earlier 
than .other men who have not earned this distinction, and may further receive the 
same amount of good conduct pay which would liavo been added to their ordinary 
pension, under the. rules laid down in this warrant, if they had been discharged as 
unfit for further service or by reduction.

Ihs Lordship in Council directs, that the additional pay for length of service, aiK' 
thorized in the first of the foregoing resolution shall have effect from the l«t proximo, 
and muster rolls of troop* and companies are to exhibit the dates of enlistment op* 
posite the names of such men as are entitled to the increase. 

As the reward of additional pay is only to be conferred on 
Cavalry. 'well-conducted native private* of the line, commanding offi- 

Artillery. cers of corps are strictly enjoined to exclude the undeserving 

Infantry. from the benefits thereof, and such men as may not in the 

Sapper* tt Mineri. first instance merit the distinction, or who may hereafterfor-

to Lead quarters, for the information of His Excellency the Commander in Chief, 
whose concurrence in the propriety of the exciution wilt be final. 

■ The detail.* of the rules and regulations established for the " Order of British In¬ 
dia,” and “ Order of Merit,” and the measures to be taken »r the immediate oomi- 
nation to the former class of deserving native officers, will be published hereafter. 

His Lordship in Council desires, that the increase of pay, the reward of prolonged 
servire, and good conduct, as well as the institution of the honorary distinctions 
specified above, with their pecuniary advantages, may be pericularfy explained to 
every native corpe of the line at the three presidencies paraded for that purpose.

It the owners or commander* possess suitable means for 
recovering their own anchors or other lo>t or wrecked property, within 4J3 hours 
after they have been parted from or lrai, and decline receiving assistance, the inter* 
ference of the Master Attendant is then foi bidden ; but, should they fail to remove 
the obstructions within that period, ^unless it shall be extended under the sanction 
of the Marine Hoard,') the Master Attendant is authorized to effect the object 
himself; and all such anchors or property when iccovered shall be subject to the 
prescribed ch.ngo of salvage in the aiticled. 

7. Should any anchors or other prupv-ity, not their own, be recovered by 
Owners or commauders ,»t rhips, when weighing or recoveting their own anchors, 
they shall be delivered to the Master Attendant, in the state in which they may 
have been found, with every thing attached to them, ami be registered iu the same 
way, as if they hud been recovered in (he first instance by the Master Allend-tnl. 
In this case, howev<», t >e pm lies so iccoveriug wrecked property, shall be entitled 
to onc'half the ninuunt sail ago. 

8. The above rules are not to be construed to extend to the case of any ship or 

vessel being wrecked in any partoi the river. In such caw the Mister Attendant 
shall, on the requisition nt the f> irlitu courmu".!, .«ff*>id every pmclicible ■u-asl.mce 
for recovering the said ship u< ve.uul, h-r stoics nriungo; and such a chim or 
compensation in the luiu.-e nfsalvage “ImII he prefeired by the Murine Hoard, 
as to ihuin, under ai! lit.; cuewm of tin: ca-c, shall appear re i-.unable; 

Should, however, the parties i-oni-m uc-1 di"'lme tin: jsm-. lance ot the Master Alien* 
diint, their opeiati'ins shall not be interfered with unices by their negligence the 
li a ligation of the river should become liable to •’uniinutd obstruction from the acci¬ 
dent.

REPORT ON KYOUK PUVOO HARBOUR. 


Between the north end of Hainree Island and several small islands to the 
northward of it, there is a passage leading to the eastward ; it affords a safe and 
commodious harbour for ships of the largest cla« :—The harbour is named 
Kyouk Phyoo, from a village which is on the N. W. part of JfUntrre, and may be 
interpreted.whim stone harbour. Commodore Sir John Hayes was the first who 
brought this harbour to the notice of Government, having vbited it with part of 
the flotilla, iu 182(>. 

The ingres.- and egress arc easy, during the day, but not so by night, for besides 
he dangers that are immediately about the entrance of tlto harbour, the terrible 
rocks, that are about ten miles to the west ward of the Saddle Islands being low, 
and surne of them below the surface, make it very hazardous to run for (lie harbour 
at auch time : and should Kyouk Fltyuo become a place of great resort, a 
light of sumo sort will be indispensable : —On the northern rock of the Temblee 
would be the most advantageous position for a light j but, t apprehend, the top 
will not afford sufficient space for a house, although it would only be necessary 
to erect a small one, as all that a ship could requne, would be to know the position 
of the Tumbles, and,from thence how to direct her course towards the Pagoda 
Iloolt : fur 1 consider that, having passed the north end of Saddle Island, a ship. 
Vill find the water smooth enough to anihor uutd morning. The Terrible Rocks 
are high enough to be discerned during day-light, at five or six miles from a vessel’s 
deck of Ufeet high, and themfore any beacon placed on them to direct ships at 
vthat time is uecupsarv. 
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The Harbour of Kyouk Phyoo w superior to Akyah, on recount of id easy 
access at ail seasons of the year, «nd the case with which a «hip can quit during 
the S. W. moasomn ; whereat the mouth oflhu Arracau river i* environed by a 
shallow bar. and -lup* most moderate weather to put to nett. 

Tho tide? m Kyouk Phvoo ate very moderate, at it ii only for three or four ihyt 
on tho springs that thur velocity t» between two and three nul^s pei Uoui: the ri»*tt 
and fall ot tiio water i»betweeu eleven and twelve teoi. and it n iu^h-wal^r at full, 
and ciiar.^'u at umc itoitfs. 

The depth inicune pails of Kyouk Plivoo harbour is menu rewind l ? j;rea*, twin'; 
30 and 10 fathoms; but after getting to the trail ward ul the flag slaif point, the to 
is a level ancliornin^ ground wiili tVoin 12 to .0 fathom; all over it.

of April, at which lime there is a fine sea bic r.e blowing daily from alwot 10 
a. »■ until 9 or 10 i*. m. ; (lie weather is dry, and morning clear, and flee of the 
Jub*ey fogs which Akyab is subject to.

Stood further to the Kouthw-ml, than to bring the flag staff and bouthvrn outer 
buoy in one, so as to keep nioto iu that part of the tide which sots out to the north, 
of Saddle Island.

Rules prepared by the Comm flee of Management in conformity with the above 

proceeding. 

Rule 33.—In modificatitn of the 28th rule of the institution it is hereby pro¬ 
vided, that from and after the 30th Apiil next ensuing, annuities will be gi.inted 
to retiring members of the service, emitled to and claiming the same payable to 
tho date of decease, on tlit-ir inlering into a written engagement, binding themsi-lve* 
to pay if so required hv t'io llou’bb* the Court of Dnertors, a sum equnl to half 
the valued the benefit derived under tins condition. Tlie computaimu ol the sa'nT” 
value, will lie made ari-Miding to the annexed table, unices otherwise ordered by 
the llon'blo Couit of Directum, to whoso correction the calculations are subject. 

N. B. Thitrult, if a similar one he adapted ut Jhe other presidencies, man 
be at once carried intoefleet, the calculation «, iVr. being subject to the correction of 
the Court of Dirrctoii, I'iJi letter to Homl/tm Government, tinted lOtli June, 1833, 
towards the end. * 

For every annuity made payable to the date of decease under the above rule a 
sum equal lo the discount value, of the additional payment stipulated as entered, in 
the table annexed, or in anv corrected table that may he substituted for the same in 
the Court oi Director*, sh di direct such substitution. shall be trstnsfened in the 
•ccuounts of the institution to tho head of appropriated assesls, in order to cover the 
additioaal charge to the fund arising from such payment. 

Rub, 34.—In further modification of tho 28th rule above referred to, it is here¬ 
by provided, that fiom and after the 30th April, 1835, annuities will at the option 
of retiring servants be given payable either as at present at the close of the year 
Or quarterly, after each three months of the year. Provided, however, that for every 
annuity made payable quarterly, an additional sum equivalent to (hi* advantage 
computed according to the tablo annex ed, shall be transfeircd to the head of appro¬ 
priated funds in the accounts of the institution, in older to cover the additional 
charge to it from this alteration in the mode of payment. 

Note ,—This rule will require to be passed and submitted for the approval and 
confirmation of the Court of Directors before it can be carried into effect, ff the 
Hon*ble Court require vetiring servants to pay for the benefit conferred by it, they - 
will add a clause to that effect.

Art. 2 . Individuals of the prescription* unuineidied" in the I't article, who 
hitherto have not become subscribers, shall only be admissible on the tallowing 
conditions : — 

1st. That the application for admission be accompanied by the certificate of (w? 
surgeons, that the person desmug to subscribe is then, to the best of their know* 
ledge, in good health This certificate being confirmed by the declaration to the 
same effect, from the person so applying to be admitted. Application* front married 
officers being also accompanied by a certificate of their marriage.

Suh'UTiben not in ill health rc-tuinc fnun (be service before they 
are entitled to the full pcn»iun of their rank shall nut lorfcit all claims on the 
institution, provided they continue tu pay the Indian rates ot subscription of tbete 
respective ranks. 

Art. 6 . Officers are permitted to subscribe according to army rank, furnish* 
ing the prescribed certificate of health, subscription and donation, as in every 
other case, being calculated from date of such rank. — Under this rule, madkal 
officers may subscribe as Captains after 15 years' service.

Abt. II. Tha donation may ba paid at once, or by monthly instalments not 
exceeding twelve, at the option of the subscriber : in failuie of which all claims 
•hall be forfeited upon the fund, either for himself 6r widow, nnlese the amount 
• be paid with interest at 12 per cent, per annum from the day of edmissioa. 

Art. 12. Monthly subscriptions of subscriber* shell be paid withio four months 
after they become due. on pain of exclusion from the society, or forfeiture of double 
the arrears of subscription, except, satisfactory reasons can be assigned for the delay 
of payment. Officers authorising their paymasters p to deduct/heir subscriptiens

Amt. 13. All subscribers marrying 1 after their admission into the food, and 
who may be desirous that their widows, should possess claims to the eventual be¬ 
nefit of the fund, are required to inform the Secretary of their marriage, and un¬ 
less this information bo given, and payment of the additional douation made 
within six mouths efter such marriage, the subscribers shall be required to pay 
double the amount, with interest. 

Art. 14, Subscribers who may be prevunted from drawing pay from a tem¬ 
porary cause over which they had no control, such as captivity, or furlough ex¬ 
tended on medical certificate, shall, during such period, be exempted from the 
payment of monthly subscription, will 1 out foi failure of the rights of the subscrip¬ 
tion ; buton the removal of such incapacity, and upon tin: receipt of pay, the ar¬ 
rears is to be made good within six months.

SECTION 111. 


Benefits derivable from the Bengal Military Fund. 

Aar. 1.1. The benefits derivable from the Military Fund are twofold. 

1st. Such as are grmted by tho regulation* to subscriber* while living. . 

Sd. Such as are granted to widows of deceased subscribers. 

Art. Hi. The benefit granted to subscribers while alive, are considered per- 
■anil, and subject to the decision of the Directors for the time being, who will be 
guided in their decision on each clnim by the regulations of the fund, except when 
they have reason to entertain doubts with respect tw any such claim ; it will in 
such cases be their duty to call for further inlonnalion from the claimant ; and if 
this information should not be satisfactory to ttyi Directors, they are authorized 
to withhold the payment of the claim. 

Art. 17. A subscriber of whatever rank who may proceed to Europe on sick 
certificate, and who may not be allowed passage-money from Government, shall 
be authorized to apply to the Military Fund lor the sum of lls. 1,567-0-1 to de¬ 
fray that ex peme, provided ilia application shall bo accompanied by a sincere and 
solemn declaration that lie does not possess the sum of Rupees 5,000, or propei ty 
of any description to that amount ; and also shall be entitled on Ins return to 
India to receive from the agents in F.ngland, the sum regulated for the outward 
postage,* on the production of a similar declaration. 

Ast. 18. A subscriber so proceeding to England on sick certificate, shall be 
authorized to apply for the farther sum ot rupees three hundred for his equipment, 
his application being accompanied by a solemn and sincere declaration of his 
not being possessed of the suin of rupees 2,000, or properly of any description 
to that amount; bat no allowance will in any cue be made for equipment to a 
subscriber raturniug to India. 

N. B. The benefits held oat in the two preceding articles should be applied 
for, whan claimable ; and no diim will be admitted, which is not preferred within 
13 months from date of furlouch. 

Art. 19. Subaltern oAicen proceeding to England on sick certificate, who 
shall make a solemn*and sincere declaration that they do not possess from any 
somco (sxcluwve of pay) an income of £50 per annum, shall be allowed that sum

It having, however,been deemed nerwury to set limit* to the rUime 
for gratuitous pas*a'>c money, equipment allowance, and income 10 subscriber* 
proceeding to England on trick ceriilicate, no »ub*cnber shall consequently be an* 
titled to this indulgence more than once in eight years, reckoning front the ranewei 
of Indian subscription. 

Anr. 21. Subscriber* proceeding to England from any place not under ilia 
presidency of Bengal, shall ha entitled to the pumonal benifiu winch have been 
above enumerated, provided thev shall have ooin|rod with the local regulation*, 
and shall make immediate communication of the ctreu instance* to the JJueciots of 
the fund. 

Art. 22 . The second claoa of benefit*, namely, those granted to widow* of 
deceased subscriber*, are absolute, not dependant on the decision ol' the Unodors, 
but controlled solely by the regulations of the lUbiitulinn. 

Art. 23. The widows of deceased -ubscribers shill be entitled to receive the 
annuities specified in the annexed table.

Provided that n-thim.' contained herein, or in any other part of these rules of the 
institution, shall be cwii'idered to entitle to the benefit* of it any widow who may 
have been legally divorced or separated from her husband for adultery, or who 
at the periodufhrr Iiii‘. , i4iiir*d.'rm*a, nisy liaTe <j-iitl>-d his protection, and be 
living in a Male of notorious adultery, though not divorced or separated from him 
by law, or who subsequently to her husband's decease may be living in a notorious 
state ot inconuneuce. 

Art. 24. If a widow pensioner on the fund inarric*, her pension i* to cease 
during her coverture ; but in event of her again becoming a widow, she shall be 
re-admitted to all the btnelitsshe may have enjoyed from the fund during her first 
widou hood, in like manner as if she bad not nr-married ; but subject of course to 
nil the limitations and conditions prescribed by the regulations in the first instances. 
]f the second husband shall also have been a subscriber to the fund, the widow 
will receive however only one annuity, taking that wlm-li may be the greatest, that 
is to say, according to the rank of the first or second husband, whichever may bo 
the higher. 

Art. 25. Every widow henefilting by the Military Fund./nd not provided 
with a passage to Europe at the expense of Government, shall be entitled (for one 
passage ouly) to an allowance of rupees 1,567-9-1, the claim to be determined by 
ibe following rule:— 

If the money possessed bya widow exceed the sum of 12,000 R*. the same being 
available for immediate expenditure and entirely at her disposal, sbe shall not be 
entitled to the benefit of passageHnooey. In like manner, although net immediately 
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available, nor at her disposal, if the yearly iotere*t of «uch money exceed the ram 
of £G8-B-9, the claim to passage-money will lie disallowed, . 

Aht. 26. Should the fund, however, at any period fall short of the demands 
upon it. *o that the annual income will not defrav the amount of the annuii iea and 
other claim*, then it shall ho in the power of the DirertoH, after subscription to the 
armv, to make a proportionate deduction from the annuity of each annuitant, ex¬ 
cepting nlwny* the present annuitants of the Bengal Widow’s Fund, and from the 
payments to other claimants above the rank of subaltern, nntil the state of the 
fund shall afford the means of capplele piymont ; when, if a surplus income ex¬ 
ists, the arrears shall be made g* from the amount of surplus, but not otherwise. 

SECTION IV. 

Central Regulation!. 

Art. 27 . The Bengal Military Fund is lobe administered by a President and 
twelve Directors, to be chosen annually,on or about the 15th of January, by a ge¬ 
neral meeting of all subscribers who may be preae-it at the presidency. Subscribers 
who may bo absent from the presidency may vote for Directors by proxy, on 
addressing to tne Secretiry letters containing the names of the persons for whom 
they wish to vote, or by transmitting such names under their signature to the ge¬ 
neral meeting by the hand of any other aubscriber. The Directors who shall be found 
duly elected shall then ch.rosc their president from among themselves. The pre¬ 
cise day and place of meeting shall be notified by the Presideet, in the Calcutta 
Gmtrnt least two calrndar months before hand. 

Amt. 28. At the annual meetings the accounts of the fund and proceedings of 
the Directors for the past year, shall be laid before the meeting, for inspection and 
approval by the subscribers present, who were not of the direction ; after which, 
the meeting at large will proceed to choose Directors for the ensuing twelve 
months. Che accounts to be published for general information. 

Ana. 29. The Directors of the pas* year are eligible to be re-elected 

Art. 30. All subsenbers, who may have*contributed to the fund by paying 
donations and subscriptions in their respective ranks, during six continued months 
before any meeting, are entitled to attend to examine the accounts Bnd proceedings, 
•nd to vote for Directors. 

Art. 31. In the event of a vacancy in the office of Director occurring, in the 
intermediate period between two annual meetings, the Directors may choose a 
successor from amongst the subscribers at the presidency, who may be eligible to 
the oflice. 

Art. 32. On occasion of any particular and important business which may ne¬ 
cessarily require the opinion of tne society at large, special meetings will be called 
of the subscribers at the presidency (others voting by proxy) as provided for in 
article 26. Or if any alleged mismanagement, or other emergent caube should 
occur to any twelve subscribers to require the notice of the society at large e special 
meeting shall be summoned by the President on the written requisition of each 
twelve subscribers uader the forms above prescribed. 

Art. 33. The Directors shall have a Secretary chosen by themselves, who 
•Iso shall ho an Accountant, with an establishment upon such allowances aa shall 
bo deemed adequate to the respective duties. 

Art. 34. The Secretary will bo expected to have an office at his own resi¬ 
dence for the accommodation of tho meetings of the Directors, for the preservation 
of the records, and for the purpose of affording access to the officers of (bo army at 
large to the books of the instiiuiioo. 

Aar. 35. The*Directurs of the fund will hold regular monthly meetings; bat 
•o mealing of ilia Directors consisting of e smaller number than fire, shall be com- 

S stent to the transaction of business ; end it will rest with any Director, or with tits, 
Screlsry, to represent the occurrence ol such necessity to the President, who will 
convene a special meeting within ten days from the date of his receiving tire applica¬ 
tion i but no ipeccial meeting shall b« called with the view of recooeidoiing raeelu- 
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tians which miy have been already adopted by a farmer meotiog of Directors* ua- 
leu il the requisition of • Dumber of Direetore greeter then ihet which attended 
euch meeting. 

Art. 36. The Secretary will invariably lay before the Director!, either at tha 
regular or special merlins'!, all letter! (hat may have been received by him ainco 
the last meeting. Minute* of the proceeding* of all meeting* will ha recorded and 
authenticated by the signatures of the Directors present. Fite Seri clary will also 
submit to the Director* who attended, drafts of all the letters which in those meet¬ 
ings he may have been desired to write. Letters demanding an immediate answer* 
when such may be of an ordinary u.itiire, may ha replied to by the Secretary* 
without waiting for i meeting of the Directors ; but every letter proposed to be dis¬ 
patched by the Secretary, must previously receive the special sanction of one Di. 
rector, signified by his initial to the drafts, which will he sent to him for consider¬ 
ation. 

Art. 37. The Secretary will keep the set of book* in use in the Military Wi¬ 
dows’ Fund un-ier instructions winch he may receive from time to time from the 
Directors of the fund. 

Art. 38, The hooks and correspondence of the fund shall be at all limes opea 
lo the in*pection of subsetiber*. 

Art. 39. When any new regulation shall appear to the Directors to be advisable* 
•uch regulation shall be circulated to corps for consideration, and the affirmative 
or negative of ilie majority of individual votes (to be ascertained at the expiration 
of four months) slull decnl>* us adoption or rejection. 

Art. 40. If any subscriber or claimant on the fund shall be desirous to appeal 
front (lie dcci-don of the Dhoi'Iqm lo that of the subscriber* at large, upon any sub¬ 
ject which may not lie specifically defined hy the regulation, such appeal, provid¬ 
ed it to be approved by three Director*, shall be referred by the Directors, and 
decided upon in the manner pmcrlhed in the preceding article, and the derision on 
each appeal, or that of tins Director* in case* not appealable, shall lie final in all 
eases whatever ; any further agitation of the question hy n process of all or other¬ 
wise, being deemed in it*elf lo he an ab»ulutu foifeiture of all claim an the fund. 

Art. 41. When a reference shall b>: ma !«• to the subscribers at large respecting 
either proposed regulation, or an np:>eal, i'i result of such reference shall be com¬ 
municated to corps for ihe information o f subicnbei*. 

Anr.4J. (jenerdlly all pavntenf* dm- from the fund are to he made half yearly 
in England, and inomhly in India * but in cases when pensioners or claimants on 
the fund are about to embaik for Europe, all arrears are to be paid up to the latest 
dale practicable. 

Art. 43. Any arreir which may be due to the fund by a snbscriber or by an 
annuitant who may have received an overpayment, loan or advance, shall in all 
cases be deducted from the fust payments to be made from the fund to the person 
owing such arrear. 

Abt. 41. All income derived fmmthe Bengal Military Fund is declared to bo 
unalienable, and the fact of attempting the alienation of such income in any manner* 
or under any pretence, slut! be deemed in itself a forfeiture of all future benefits 
from the fund. 

Amt. 45. If a subscriber who may tie di*mi*«ed from the service, by a Court 
Martial or otherwise, shall afterwards be re*tor«d lo the service, he shall be te*ad- 
misaible to the fund on payment of the arrear that may have accumulated^wiib com- 
psund interest thereon, in I ho tame manner as if he bad suffered only temporary 
suspension. 

Ait. 46. All property belonging to the Military Fund at any period shall bo 
invariably verted in the Honourable Company'* securities, with exception of a email 
balance to meet current expences, and monthly pensions. * 

Aar. 47. The busioeaa of the food in Europe shall be contacted through tha 
.agency of Sir Charioa Cockerell* Ban. and Co., who will from Time to time receive 
the necessary instructions for their guidance and to whom such appUcatipo* will bo 
preferred at cannot with oqaal convenience bn submitted to ibo Directors of thi 
food in India.

long as the orphans continue an expense to the institutions, to be appropriated to 
their maintenance, whether in Europe or in India. 

It was agreed to upon a reference of the question to the army at large, that wheo 
the property of a widow, by bqunt or ttttUmtnt of other than her husband (ns for 
instance, by money inherited from her own father, hc.)or from the subscription of 
her own or her husband's friends, together with the sum left by her husband (which 
by rule Vfl. may amount to 12,000 Co.'s Ha.) shall not exceed twenty-four 
thousand Co.'s Its. (24,000) no deduction shall be made from the orphan allowancu 
to her children; but that a proportionate deduction, for tha relief of the fund, shall 
be made on account of any sum that may come to her in excess to 24,000 Rs. on 
the principle laid down in rules 182-163 of the Orphan regulations ; and that 
all excess to 12,000 Rs. which the widow may be thus allowed to poasMs, shall, in 
all practicable cases, be settled after her death upon her husband's children. 

X. That should auch children be allowed to remain with parents or friends, the 

interest on their said portions will be calculated in part payment of the regulated 
monthly allowance, the society regularly paying or receiving the balance •, but 
should they be placed at Kidderpore, or uuder the management in England, the 
amount of interest on their several shares, f calculated at above) must bo paid into 
the funds of the society, on failure of whicu payment, during a period exceeding 
12 months, the said orphana shall be liable to be struck off the boohs of tho institu¬ 
tions. * 

X l. That with a view to obtain the most correct information possible, as wall 
on the foregoing a* all other points affecting the interest* of those children who may 
be offered to their guardianship, the General Management will, and do expect, 
(beside* (lie customary affidavit,) the fullest information from executors aod others, 
as unreserved communication of testamentary and all other documenta of which 
the nature of tho specific cases may admit, and do reserve to themaolvea tho entire 
right, coveyed to them by their original constitution of rejecting orphana tendered 
without such information and documents ; or if, on reference to them, there shall 
appear any evidence of design unnecessarily mnd intentionally to burthen the fund, 
by throwing on it there who might and ought to have been otherwise provided 
for. 

XII. That the marriage portion to female orphana ahall in no ease ax read 
Company's rupees 1,500, and if tho ward claiming nor down baa property to that 

■ amount, she is not entitled to any advance from tho fund, but if nor property fills 
short of that amount, she is entitled to tho difference between it and 1,600 
rupees. 

XIII. The children of officers retired from the Service are tot admiaaible 
unless the father have continued hia mhiriptmu ofttr tko period of hi remeonf

DIED OF REGULATIONS, 

Agreed upon at a Special Neelfru;, held on the 2lit July, 1823. 

Article* of agreement intended, made, concluded, and fully agreed upon, Ihia 
twelfth day of May, in the year of Our l.ord one thousand, eiglit hundred and 
twenty, between the several persona, whoso names, hands and seals are hereunto 
subscribed and set, hi*ing members of a society or institutions, constituted and 
established, end which the said parties to these presents do hereby constitute and 
establish, at Calcutta, in the province of Bengal, to commence from the lirst day 
of.Tuly, now next ensuing, for the *nupose of rai-ing a competent and sufficient 
fund, to he laid out and invested on securities at interest as herein-altcr mentioned ; 
and by and out of the interest and proceeds thereof to make such provision, by 
monthly payments, for the widows and lawful children ot subsetibers to the said 
fund or their nominees, accoiding to the respective class to which each subscri¬ 
ber may respectively belong, ns herein-altcr mentioned, that is to say : 

Whereas, it is considered, that a society or institution, att'alcutia, at Fort Wil¬ 
liam in Bengal, for rai-iref a competent fund, in order to make a provision are se¬ 
cure the payment of certain monthly allowances to the widows and lawful child or 
children of subscribers thereto, or their nominee* as herem-ulter mentioned, as well, 
by the donation* of charitable and well disposed persons as by the ronluhulions, 
annual payments, and heroin-after particulnily mentioned, under proper restrictions, 
provisions, conditions ami regulations will be uf great advantage and utility to the 
widow* and ehildien of persons residing in the East Indies, and other parts atid 
place* who may uot be otherwise provided for. 

Therefore, the said parlies to these presents, have constituted and established, 
and do hereby constitute and establish themselves into a society or institution, at 
Calcutta aforesaid, for such purposes as aforesaid, aryl do hereby hind thenirelvcs 
respectively and their respetive Executor* and Admini^tratoi?, to keep, preserve, 
abide, and adhere to, and not to depart in any manner fiom the terms, conditions, 
restrictions, provisions, and regulations heiem-aftei mentioned, expressed, and 
declared of and ronct-ming the. same. 

Now it U heu by agreed hy and In tween the eai>l parties tn these presents in 
Consequence of the liusf and confidence which each of them hath, and it poscili 
in the other and others of them, and in order to the rawing establishment, in¬ 
crease, and preservations of the said fund, for the purposes aforesaid, each of the 
laid parlies to the-e piesents, doth hereby for hiin«eif respectively, and for his 
Executors, Administrators and Assigns,covenant, promise, and agree to, and with 
the other and others of them and lu* aud their Executors, Administrators and 
Assigns, in manner following, that is to say : 

Art. 1.— -That the said parties to these presents, shall be, remain, and con¬ 
tinue a society or institution for raising a fund, to be called and distinguished by

Secretary and Treasurer of the said institution, the full amount of all payments, 
made on account of such sharps respectively, with mlere-t at 6 per cent; it is 
however, expressed, provided,that nothing iu this article contained shall extender be 
deemed or construed to extend, to members of the first or permanent class. 

Art. 11. —That no subscriptions on any life shall be considered as entitling the 
party or parties concerned, to derive any benefit from the funds of tins institution, 
until the life subscribed on (if of the permanent class) shall have been appro veil 
of by the Directors, the amount of the first subscription and donation, or premium 
of admission paid, and a certificate of admission granted under the .signature of the 
Secretary and iluce of the Diiector* ; and until the party shall have survived for 
the period of one whole year from the date of In* admission, if a share-holder ia 
either of iho second and third glasses of the institution ; the party holding the 
share or shares in the second or third classes, or his representatives, beiug in lha 
last instance entitled only to a relijnd of the monies paid and advanced by him, 
with interest as hcrein-before mentioned. 

Art. 12.—That all annunl subscriptions, (except the fir.l, which is to be paid 
on admission,)shall be paid in advance on or before the firstday of July in each 
and every year ; and that, if the same shall not be paid with interest at the rate of 
ten percent, within two months of the date on which such payment shall respectively 
become due. if the party or parlies entitled to the said share oi shares, shall reside 
on shore, or within six months of each day of payment, with such interest as afore¬ 
said, if the parly subscribing shall be absent at sea, or at any considerable distance 
from Calcutta then, and in either of the said cases, such subscriber or subscribers, 
and the persons intended to be benefited by such subscription shall forefeit all 
clams whatever on the funds of the said society, and lie no longer considered as sub¬ 
scriber or subsenbers to, or member or members ofthesaid institution. 

Art. 13, —That until the fund, intended to be raised by the means and for the

31. A meeting of the member* uf the New Laudable Society shall be cstleil

32. At such half-yearly and all other meeting* of the society every shareholder 
wherever resident, shall be entitled to give Ins voire on any point or question before 
the meeting, voting accordingly ; and votes to be taken personally or by proxy, 
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or other written authority, signed by the party beneficially interested in the society 
as a.policy or shareholder. 

33. In conducting these stated meetings, or any other meetings connected with 
the business of the society, or in the settlement of any question relative to the con¬ 
cerns of the society which may be proposed for the decision of the members at 
large, a member holding ten or more shares on any one life, shall be entitled to 
three votes, one holding from five to nine shares to two votes, and one holding any 
number of shares less than five, to one vote only.

*od remunerating him out of the funds of the society for his services on the 
scale paid formerly by the Laudable Societies. 

43. —It shall be the duty of the Secretary to attend at the place where ihe busi¬ 
ness of the society shall he carried on at lalcutia, and at all the meetings of the 
society, and enter and write down the proceedings thereof, provide ami prepare sl| 
policies, provide aud keep proper books and accounts, manage, transact and cariy 
on the whole of the business of the society, under and subject to the direction of 
the Committee or Directors for the tune being, or the major part thereof, from lima 
to time ; and ahall find ami provide a fit and convenient room for the said rntnmiiiee 
and for the general meetings of the members or shareholders, and an office for 
Inmeelf and assistants; and shall further find and provide the clerks, sircars sud 
ether servants necessary for the carrying on of the business of the society, and hear 
and pay the wages of such clerks, sircais, ttc. as aforesaid, in consideration of ihe 
commission and allowance made him for that purpose. 

44. —In case of the office of secretary becoming vacant, it shall be filled up by 
the Directors, and their appointment is to be submitted to the body of shareholders 
for their confimatiou at the next half-yearly General Meeting. 

* 45.—Until the Directors shall so noniinatea successor, one of their number ahall 
lie authorized by his collegues to act as provisional secielary, with all ihe powers 
that functionary. 

46. —The Secretary shall be permitted, as ■ compensation for his service*, to 
draw the allowances now made him by the existing Laudable Societies, vi*. a 
commission of one perceut. on alt receipts in account or realisations, wnh a fiacd 
allowance of oicca rupee* three hundred per mouth for establishment, and a fee 
of one rupee on each certificate of admission and on the registry ofeaih assignment 
of shares, out of which lie shall defray the expence* of office rent, clerks, peon*, 
cash-keeper, collectors and stationery : all others, to wit, adveriineuianti, priuluig 
and law expencen, and extra contingencies to be borne by the society. 

47. —The Secretary aud Treasurers shall act, m all cases, according to the 
orders o' the Directors, or a majority of them.

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on hi* usual medical attendant, in the King's or Company's service, with a request 
to draw up a report on the stale of his health, in which every particular is te be 
slated that may guide the medical examiner of the Insurance 1 ompany in judging 
of the nature of the proposed risk. Medical reports on the health of applicants 
arc not liable to lie perused by any one by the medical examiner and the committee. 

2 . Jn case the party has not had occa-ion to he attended in a professional 
rapacity by any medical man at the station where lie resides, it will be advisable 
for him to apply to the most eminent suigeon or pnybi<-iaa within reach. The re¬ 
port nl a gentleman of known ability must always be mote saliilactory than that of 
a person to who-e name ami qualifications the medical examiner ia a stranger. 

3. In the statement given to the medical oiKcer and in the affidavit, great care 
must be taken that no omission is made, or negligence in this respect may eventually 
render the policy void, in pursuance of one ot the classes which is in that effect.

The British Indian system of weights having been ordered by 
Keg. ViI. 1833, to supersede the bazar weights previously used, 
(nf which the unit whs the old Moorslird.ibad rupee weight of 
179,666 troy grains, called the sirca weight,) in all («oreriuqf lit trans¬ 
actions, a corresponding adjustment was made of alb the weights 
in use at the several (iovernmeut offices ut the mctmpolis-^-the cus¬ 
tom-house, the mint, the treasury, the hank, and the police; and 
sets of standard seer and tola weights of brass' were ordered to be 
prepared at the mint for distribution ^ all the collector's offices of 
the Bengal presidency. 

The regulation in question expressly avoided enforcing the 
change by any penal enactment, trusting that the sense of publio 
convenience would quickly ensure its substitution for the irregular 
system now prevalent; and directing ouly that the verification and 
adjustment of alb weights at the Calcutta and Sagur assay offices, 
should be made for the future iu accordance with the new scale. 

lu the oi dinary dealings of commerce, the difference between 
the baser weights and the new weights is not recognisable: indeed 
the errors of.single large weights is generally found to exceed the 
amount of modification now introduced: no inconvenience there¬ 
fore remains from the. still general use of the old baser weights.

4. Ascension-Day or Holy Thursday, is the day oil which the Church celebrate* the 
Ascension of our Saviour, the fortieth <lay alter hia resurrection from the dead. 

>4. Whitsunday — On this day is celebrated the desreut of the Holy Uhnsl upon the Apes. 
Ilea, in the visible appearance of fiery cloven tongues, and in those miraculous powers, which 
were then conlerrfd upon (hem Whifsuutide ia seven weeks after Easter. 

16. Rogation Sunday. —Rogation Sunday received and retains its title from dhe Monday, 
Tuesday, and Wednesday immcdiatnly following it, which are called Rogation Days, derived 
from the Latin Rogare, to beseech. The earliest Christians appropriated extraoniinary 
prayrrs and supplicationiv^br those three days ,- as a preparation for the ilevdht observance of 
our Saviour’s Ascension, on tnc day next succeeding to them, di-ooniinnted Holy Thursday, or 
Ascension-Day. The whole week, in which Uirse days happen, is styled Rogation-Week, and 
in some parts it is still known hr the other names of Crop-Week, Oragyr’lCeek, aud Gauge ir 
Precession Week. The pernmhiil'itions of parishes are made in this werk. 

SI. Trinity Sunday. —Trinity .Sunday is «■ festival observed by the Latin and Protestant 
Churches mi the Sunday next following Pentecost, or Whitsuntide, of which, originally, it was 
ninrrly an Octave, 

JUNE. 

94. St. John the Baptist. —The reformed Church holds a festival on this day, in comme¬ 
moration of the * Nativity of at, John the Baptist.”

1. Lammas Day —Lamnlfcs is one of the four Cross Quarter-days of (lie year, as they are 
now denominated. Whitsuntide was formerly the first of these quarters, Lammas the second, 
Martinmas the next, and Candlemas the last; and such partition of the yenr wgis once equally 
comtnou with the present divisions of Lady-day, Mid summer, Michaelmas, ajid Christmas. Some 
rents are yet payable at these ancient quarterly days in England, and they contiHie general in 
Scotland.

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rate of premium, and that discretion will be regulated by the circumstances of each 
particular case. 

Person* assured with this society for the whole term of life, will be entitled to 
three-fourth of the profits,alter they shall have made five complete annual payments ; 
in every subsequent year a similar division will lake place, the profits being esti¬ 
mated ti om the avetage of the five preceding years: thus one year’s average pro¬ 
fits will be annually divided. Separate tables, both military and civil, have been 
adopted for the whole of life at reduced rates for such persons as may prefer a lower 
rate of premium to paiticipaliouin the general profits. 

Premiums are ordinarily jiayuble half yearly, m advance ; but policy, holders 
are at liheity to make arrangements with the society to pay their premiums in one 
a mount, in annual or quarterly payments, or duiing a given number of years ; viz. 
5,10, 13, or 20 annual payments. Many persons may wish to avail themselves 
ot a present season of prosperity anil adopt the latter course, and although their con¬ 
tributions will thus cease with the expiration of the term they may fix upon, 
their share of the profits will contiue to be added to their policies annually during 
the remainder of life. 

An assurer on a policy for whole life having paid premiums in India fora period 
of not less than five years, shall on returning to England, be entitled to continue 
bis policy oil the payment of the English tales of the society corresponding with 
the age at which he originally assured. 

An assurer on a whole-lile-policy on which premiums have been paid in India 
for a period less than five years, sliall be entitled on his return to England to conti- 
■ nife file same at English rates in like manner on payment of the Indian rale of 
premium for one year after arrival in England. 

In either case no reference will be had to the state of health of the paity, but the 
conditions of the assurance will be those of the home policies. 

When application is made for assuring a life subject to more than ordinary hazard 
an augmented premium will be charged proportioned to the increased risk, which 
will lie regulated by the strictest attention to justice between the society and the 
assured, according to the circumstances of the case. 

The patent institution bcj/ig in London with a establishment in Calcutta for grant¬ 
ing policies, premiums, as well as claims, aru payable in either country at the en¬ 
tire option of tho policy-holder. The establishment of sub-Agencies at Madras and 
.Bombay, under the management of the Calcutta branch, affords similar facilities to 
persons residing at either of the sister presidencies. 

Where the application for assurance makes no mention of the dale from which 
the assurance is desired to take effect, the policy will be issued on the date of the 
approval of the risk by the 1 Directors ; no assurance to be binding on the society 
until the first premium shall have been actually paid to the agents. 

Every proposal for assurance will be immediately attended to, and the assurance 
completed generally within a few days after the application is made. 

The accounts of this society, after being investigated by auditors, chosen as well 
by the assured as by the proprietors, will be laid before a general meeting to be 
convened for that purpose: in like manner the accounts of the parent society will be 
regularly transmitted to India for the same purpose,—the India branch enjoying* 
reciprocal advantages with the parent society. 

All policies becoming claims on the society will be discharged within 3 months 
after proof of the assurer’s death has been furnished to the Directors, either in Lon* 
don or Calcutta. 

The Directors of the India branch of the society are empowered, after a lapse of 
any number of years, to treat for the purchase of policies, or to advance if required 
on any policy by way of loan two-thirds of its estimated value, and also to appro^ 
priate the profits at the option of the assured in the augmentation of the amount of 
policies in diminution of the annual premiums, or in permitting them to accumulate 
till all further payment of premiums becomes unnecessary. 

All applications for assurance must be accompanied by a medical fee of 8 Re- 

The tables, blank forms, and other particulars requisite to enable persons to effect 
assurances, may be had on application to the agents.

INSTRUCTIONS TO PERSONS DESIROUS OF EFFECTING AN AS- 

SUItANCE ON THEIR LIVES IN THE UNIVERSAL ASSURANCE 

SOCIETY. 

1. —The person on whose life the assurance is to be effected must wait on his 
usual medical attendant witli the accompanying letters, and transmit the same to 
the Directors of the society agreeably to the instructions given. 

2. —In case of the absence of theusml medical attendant, and the certifying 
surgeon cannot of his own knowledge answer the (queries put to him as to the ge¬ 
neral habits of the person applying for assurance, such other certificate or certifi¬ 
cates may be furnished as may be presumed calculated to satisfy Directors. 

3. —The report of the surgeon will he considered as strictly confidential. The 
official medical adviser of the society will alone be consulted when the advisableness 
of any risk admits of doubt. 

4-—An affidavit, of which the form is annexed, must be taken before a Maois- 
trate, or, where there is no Magistrate, before the principl civil or military oflicker 
of the station, or a solemn declara'ioit according to the same form rmc.it be made be¬ 
fore either of the Directors or the Agents of the Society in Calcutta, Madras or 
Hominy, as soon as pos>ible after the party has appealed before the surgeon for 
examination. 

5. —Applicants being conscious of any of the diseases enumerated in the declara¬ 

tion and affidavit, may note the same, that the Directors may consider whether an 
additional premium will cover the additional risk. * 

6. —Should the Directois agree to take a risk more or less objectionable, a iata ■ 
of premium higher than ordinary will be stipulated for accordingly, to which the 
applicant may of course assent or not, as he may judge expedient. Rut whether 
a risk be altogether declined, oraiate of premium higher than the ordinary be 
proposed, the officera of the society arc prohibited from offering any explanations 
on the subject. 

7. —These instructions, with the declaration of the medical reporter, and the 
affidavit or declaration hereunto annexed, must, when duly attested, be forwarded 
along with the report, without any unnecessary delay^ to the Directors of the 
society.

CONDITIONS. 

I.—-The payment of premiums must he made within twenty-eight days after the 
day they shall bacome due, or the policy will be void: but, upon proof being 
given, to the satisfaction of the Manuging Committee or Directors, that the party 
whose life has been assured continues in good health, the policy may be revived at 
any period within three months, on payment of a fine of one-half per cent, on the 
sum assured, or at any period within six months, on the payment of such fine as 
the Dncctors may think reasonable. 

i 2. Assurances shall bn void if the parties whose lives have been assured shall 
without having obtained the previous wiitten consent of the Managing Committee 
or Directors for the time being, go to auy of the excepted places enumerated below, 
or enter into, or engage, in any military, maritime or other hazardous service or em¬ 
ployment whatever, other than their declared regular professional duties or ser¬ 
vices, but no additional premium will be demanded from any assurer'proceeding 
on public duty in obedience to the oideraofhis superiors to any of the excepted 
places.

The Right Honorable the Governor General in Council, directs that the following 
rules ofa Saving’s llank, established in Calcutta under the guarantee and responsi¬ 
bility of Government, be published for general informatian 

1. The bank to be denominated " The Government Saving's Bank.” 

2. All classes, British and Native, may invest their savings in the Government 
Saving’s Bank. 

3. The return of the exact, sum deposited, together with the interest due thereon 
at the undermentioned rate, is secured to the depositor under guarantee of the Su¬ 
preme Government. 

4. The general direction and control of the bank shall be vested m a Committc- 
of Management, consisting of covenanted civil and military officers of the Governe 
ment, and other persons, to he nominated by the Governor General in Councd. The 
committee shall meet at such stated periods as may be necea&ary for the due and 
efficient control of the proceedings of the bank. 

6. The Government agents are charged with the immediate superintendence 
and execution of all details connected with the bank. They will also be ex-office 
members of the Committee of Management. The third Government agent will be- 
ex-officio Secretary to the bank. 

6. A register of deposits will be kept, and generally such other accounts as may'' 
be determined on, and approved of, by the Managing Committee. 

7. Any sum not less than one rupee will be received in deposit, 

8. Whenever the sum deposited by any one individual shall amount to 5^ J 
rupees, the same will be transferred from the bank and subscribed on account oAhe 
depositors to the four per cent.

Newspaper. Quarto, and even small folio, sheets, having, however, been 
found, by experience, unsuituil to the purposes of a daily paper, on 1 ho 1st 
February, 18*24, it was printed uu a royal iolio sheet, and so continued uut'l 
1st January. 18111, when it assumed its pro.seii ^imperial size. 

The interests and resources of sevcial Calcutta journals have, from time to 
time, merged in the Hammi, IIukkaku, and it received an important accesspe t 
on the 1st October, lS3I, when tin* oldest Newspaper in India, with all its 
stock, having been sold by public auction, w as united to the llurkarn Press.

The Bencal Huhkahu, the senior journal of India, was established, ns 
■ Weekly New spnprr, in January, 1795. It was origin,illy printed on small 
folio sheets, and published every Tuesday morning, with supplements, ns oc¬ 
casion required, during tin- week: subsequently, (he dav of its publication was 
changed to Saturday, anti eventually it became a daily Paper. 

The first number ol'the daily lliirknru (being likewise the first daily Paper 
ever published in India) appeared on the l?9lli April, 1810. printed on a single 
quarto sheet, which was then judgr »1 the almost that roiihl he got up daily at 
an Indian Press. Very soon, however, a second sheet was considered neces¬ 
sary and means w ere found to publish it; and on the 1st July, 1821, a third 
sheet was added, and the materiel upon which it w ns printed changed from 
Bengal medium to good Europe rovnl paper—Lhe first ru*r used for an Indian 
Newspaper, Quarto, and even small folio, sheets, having, however, been 
found, by experience, imsuitcd to the purposes of a daily paper, on the 1st 
February, 18*24, it was printed on a rovnl folio sheet, and so continued iiut'l 
1st January, 1831, when it assumed its present imperial size. 

The interests and resources of several Calcutta journals have, fiom time to 
time, merged in the H i:\g\l Hckkari;. and it received an impoitant accession 
on the 1st October, 1834, wlmi the oldest Newspaper in India, with all its 
stock, having hern sold by public auction, w as united to the lluikaiii Press. 

The BENGAL IIurkaru is delivered free of expense, every morning, hy the 
peons of (he establishment, throughout Calcutta and its cm irons, including It iis.su- 
pugla, Cinuh'ii Reach, Seehpnj.-, Howrah, Sulkea, Cossipore, Dum-Dum, 
Barrackpore, Serampove.
